Police contract acceptance triggers recall try

Contending that the officials of Romulus are not serving 
Romulus in the best interest of its citizens, John Sabich, 9452 
Barry, Romulus, has initiated a recall campaign against 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael and the city’s seven-man council. 

Recall petitions, about 60 in number, have circulated in the 
Romulus community in a drive for 1,248 signers required for 
a recall election. 

Sablsh, an inspector at the Livonia Plant of General 
Motors, is a tfiree-year resident of Romulus. He and some 
supporters of a local police department began their cam¬ 
paign for a recall following a Wayne County Circuit Court 
decision July 28 that held against the Romulus Police Of¬ 
ficers Association . 


The association brought suit against the city charging that 
the City Charter adopted in May, 1970, called for a city- 
operated police force and not by an outside agency. 

The suit sought an injunction to halt the city entering into a 
law enforcement contract with the Wayne County Sheriff 
Department. 

Circuit Judge Charles S. Farmer ruled that a proposed law 
enforcement contract between the city and the county sheriff 
was legal. 

Last Tuesday (Aug. 10) a contract providing full-time 
police protection to Romulus, a one-year-old city, by the 
Wayne (^unty Sheriff Department was signed by city and 
county officids. 

The mayor and city council recently approved the contract 
with the sheriff’s department that will replace the 10-man 


police force with deputies from the road patrol of the sheriff’s 
office, supported by the backup and detectives services at an 
initial year’s cost of $378,000. 

TTie new police enforcement services for the city are to 
begin on Sept. 1. 

Sabich, in announcing the recall, drive said: 

“The mayor and council members have not acted in good 
faith in carrying out the dictates of the city charter and we 
are not satisfied. 

“Our charter states that there will be a police department 
I and gives the chief law enforcement power to the mayor. He 
has handed this power over to the Wayne County Sheriff. We 
don’t like it.’’ 

Mayor Carmichael the recall campaign said, “I am not 
concerned. The elected officials of the city have made the 
decision. Any resident, man or women, has the right to op¬ 


pose or take the action they so desire. If this is his desire, it is 
alright with me.” 

The petitions also contend the city has spent no money for 
the local police department in the last 12 months althou^ an 
annual 1.5 mill tax levy is collected for the operation of the 
police force. 

City officials replied that the money from the tax levy was 
saved pending final action of procuring “adequate police 
protection’’ for the city of Romulus. 

Further that the council has held “secret meetings’’ on the 
contract excluding the public from the discussion. 

And the council and mayor have ignored the financial 
needs of the city and approved excessive expenditures in 
other areas such as the 1.1 mill increase in this year’s city 
taxes which Sabich contends will go for only police services 
and not for other areas of city service. 
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Summary judgment 
^sked in zoning suit 


Romulus, in a 
surprigQg bJ^ went to court 
last we^iro^quest a sum¬ 
mary ju^ement in the suit 
lodged against it by people 
opposed to the new zoning 
ordinance. 

Wayne (Dounty (Dircuit Court 
Judge Charles S. Farmer has 
taken the city’s request, made 
Friday, under advisement. 


The suit was initiated when 
the council refused to accept 
petitions for a referendum on 
the zoning ordinance. By a 
vote of 4 to 3, the city council 
decided to follow the 
recommendation of its legal 
counsel Elsman, Young and 
ORourke who advised 
rejection of the petitions on 
the grounds that the zoning 
law was not legally subject to 
a referendum. 


City Council President 
Jimmy C. Raspberry took the 
zoning law opposition to task 
last week, saying that charges 
of “closed door meetings’’ to 
decide certain changes in the 
zoning map were exagerated 
and misleading. 

Raspberry produced copies 
of meeting minutes and 
various other paperwork 
which detailed chronoligcally 
what transpired during 


development of the zoning law 
and map, which were ac-* 
cepted by the electorate May 
6 . 

A report from a special 
meeting held March 9 in¬ 
dicated that the Planning 
(Dommission and the Citizens 
Advisory Committee differed 
on at least two points on the 
zoning map. The commission, 
in one instance, wanted 
residential zoning in a section

Law enforcement in the City 
of Romulus will be taken over 
by the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Road Patrol on Sept. 1. 

The contract for police 
protection by the complete 
services of the sheriff’s 
department was signed Aug. 
11 after months of negotiations 
and community controversy 
on the pros and cons of city 
police force versus county 


Metrpolitan Airport and many 
large commercial and 
manufacturing firms. 

The city has and is presently 
undergoing a tremendous 
growth in business and 
residential development. 

It is expected that the police 
services for Romulus will 
operate from the road patrol 
offices, located on Henry Ruff 
Rd. until suitable quarters can 
be decided upon by city 
fathers. 


Police cars serving 
Romulus will be marked as 
Romulus police cars and be 
operated 24-hours a day in the 
city. 

The police contract is the 
first such agreement con¬ 
cluded since the Wayne 
County Board of Com¬ 
missioners notified all cities 
and townships a year ago that 
free local patrol by the 
sheriffs department would be 
phased out gradually. 


The sheriff’s department 
and the county board of 
auditors have been meeting 
with officials of a number of 
other cities and townships to 
discuss possible similar 
agreements. 

It was disclosed by Sheriff 
William Lucas that a number 
of other communities are 
interested to the concept. He 
said officials of several

Subdivision ordinance 
is first for Romulus 


Romulus City (Douncil has 
unanimously adopted a new 
Subdivision Control Or¬ 
dinance. 

Approved by the council at 
its Thursday council meeting 
it is the first in the city’s 
history. It set up rules and 
regulations governing all 
phases of land subdivision. 

The adoption of the or¬ 
dinance followed several 
weeks of discussion between 
council members, city at¬ 
torneys, engineers, bu.Uding 
inspector and city planners. 

The subdivision ordinance 
was one of the two major 
items that the supporters of 
the present referendum 
controversy involving the 
city’s recently adopted new 
Zoning Ordinance claimed 
was not approved when 
promised.

in jail or both for violations of 
its rules and regulations. 

Council President Jimmie 
Raspberry in commenting on 
the subdivision control law 
said that it was proposed back 
in March. 

“The delay in council ap¬ 
proving the new ordinance 
first proposed in March was 
due to the council’s request to 
have the city attorney and city 
engineers make a detailed 
study of all the legal aspects 
and engineering phases of the 
new rules and regulations.’’ 

“As to the adoption of a new 
Building (Code Ordinance, city 
officials, city attorneys and 
our building department 
manager have and are now 
working on its provisions. The 
preparation of this ordinance 
was delayed due to the 
resignation of Joseph B. 
Gallagher, former manager of 
the building department. 

A building committee has 
been formed with the approval 
of council and we expect to 
have final council action on 
this ordinance in the near 
future.’’ 

Clayton Meldrum, present 
manager of the building 
department, reported Monday 
that he hopes to have the 
ordinance ready for final 
council action in 4 to 5 weeks. 

Meanwhile he said, the city 
is operating under the 
provisions of the BOCA Code 
(Building Officials Conference 
of America) until the adoption 
of the new ordinance. 

He added that the BOCA 
code is too “complicated and 
incomplete for local areas 
including Romulus.’.*’

The law enforcement 
agreement is described as the 
first of its kind in Michigan 
was approved by the Wayne 
County Board of Com¬ 
missioners and Romulus City 
Council . 

Under the three-year 
agreement, the city will pay 
$378,000 a year (subject to 
annual review) for the ser¬ 
vices of 16 officers, plus the 
special bureaus of the sheriff’s 
road patrol and investigation 
division and extra manpower 
in emergencies. 

The city police force will be 
eliminated and its members 
given the option of becoming 
sheriff deputies, with the 
exception of Police Chief 
Jacob J. Koch, who, it was 
reported, is slated for another 
city position. 

(Dounty and city hailed the 
contract as a step toward 
increasing the 
professionalism of small-city 
police departments and giving 
the taxpayers better law 
enforcement per tax years. 

Romulus has grown from a 
rural township to a city of 
more than 23,000 residents in 
recent years. It is the site and

Construction begins 
on hospital facility 


By JIM CARRAVALLAH 

The seemingly endless 
planning for a long term care 
facility on the Wayne County 
(General Hospital grounds has 
reached a climax. Con¬ 
struction has begun on the $9.5 
million project, with a com¬ 
pletion in 1973 anticipated — 
barring any strikes or un¬ 
foreseen delays. 

“The facility will allow us to 
move our present long-term 
care patients from N 
explained Dr^ 
Emrrta J. Cbnklin, director oi 
the general hospital division, 
“to the more modem facilities 
in the long-term care 
building.” 

Wayne County General 
Hospital presently houses 
more than 230 long term care 
patients — people who are not 
sick enough to remain in the 
acute care hospital — yet are 
not well enough to live normal 
daily lives. 

“We’ve been housing long¬ 
term care patients here for 
more than 100 years,” ex¬ 
plained the doctor. “They’ve 
been in N Building since 1932.” 

More than 160 patients were 
housed in one ward in the old 
N Building set-up for long 
term care. Later the number 
was reduced to 120 per ward, 
and the present number is 60 
per ward. 

“This setup did not meet the 
stringent guidelines of 
medicare,” explained Dr. 
Conklin. “We qualified 
provisionally, providing we 
planned to build a better 
facility. 

The new long-term care 
facility will include 360 beds 
on six floors in wards con¬ 
taining four beds and two beds 
along with private rooms. 

Included in the plan on each 
floor is a classroom for special 
instructions and pastimes and 
a recreation room with 
television and other en¬ 
tertainments. 

“One of the biggest ad¬ 
vantages of the new facility is 
its proximity to the acute 
hospital and all the services 
we offer through it,” ex¬ 
plained Dr. Conklin. 

“There is no other long-term 
care facility with so many 
services right next door.” 


The facility is about 200 feet 
north of the existing hospital 
structure and the two will be 
joined by an underground 
tunnel, much as the present 
facility in N Building is linked 
to the hospital by tunnel. 

No patient will be more than 
minutes away from the best 
medical care available, in the 
county, according to the 
doctor. 

Th,e building will not house 
any tnedical facilities, since it 
is so near the hospital, which 


provement C!ommittee.” 

Administration of the two 
buildings will remain the 
same, but the completion of 
the new facility will bring a. 
few more job openings to the 
entire county complex. 


“I don’t have the figures at 
hand,” explained Dr. Conklin, 
“but the nature of the facility, 
with the largest wards holding 
four beds, requires more 
personnel to run it than the 
larger wards.” 



DR. CONKLIN 

has more than 200 doctors on 
the staff with 60 working full 
time. 

The 360 beds seem to meet 
all requirements for a county 
the size of Wayne. 

According to Dr. Conklin, 
there are presently 230 long¬ 
term care patients being 
housed on the hospital 
grounds. 

Part of the construction is 
being funded by a Hill-Burton 
Grant, which is federal money 
set aside for the construction 
of hospitals and related 
facilities throughout the 
country. 

“The whole project is under 
the Detroit-Wayne County 
Building Authority,” ex¬ 
plained Dr. Conklin, “with the 
authority retaining owner¬ 
ship. 

“Aside from the grant, it is 
being funded through the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners Capital Im-

Lately, there has been a slight furor of talk 
within school districts about the pros and cons 
of belonging to the Southeastern Michigan 
Council of Governments (SEMCOG). 

Two school board members in Livonia are 
adamant about withdrawing that board’s 
support from the government council. They 
maintain that the Livonia - school District is 
not gaining what it should from the ex¬ 
perience. 

In other districts, school officials have 
already decided that what SEMCOG has to 
offer is not what they need. In the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools, ^ard of 
location members are shrugging their 
shoulders and signing the dues check whUe 
trying to pass the buck of representing the 
board to a fellow member. 

It took Wayne-Westland school board 
members three consecutive meetings before 
one of them could be persuaded to attend the 
monthly SEMCOG meetings. 

Granted, members of school boards usually 
are never‘ compensated adequately for the 


many hours spent attending to school affairs. 
However, before agreeing to participate in 
any organization, thorough study should be 
given to the responsibilities that go along with 
the affiliation. 

Since both the Livonia and Wayne-Westland 
school systems are now dues-paying mem¬ 
bers of SEMCOG, that membership should be 
exercised to the fullest extent to reap the 
benefits such a large organization can 
provide. 

Membership in any organization should not 
be merely a showpiece, a long string of 
credentials to flash for an impression. Just as 
one individual can spread himself too thin 
among clubs and organizations, so can a 
school district. The money flows out and the 
commodoties of exchange getwaylaid before 
the point of dissemination. 

We would urge all school districts, and local 
governmental units, to consider closely the 
opportunities to be gleaned from par¬ 
ticipation in SEMCOG. 

Next year, the choice must once again be 
made.

Township board hit 
for sewer assessing 

To the editor 

Recently our organization became aware of a threat to our 
educational system by a group which we felt did not con¬ 
tribute to the educational welfare of the students of Huron 
School District. 

Needless to say, we felt obligated on two occasions in the 
last six months to move into the arena via a recall and 
election of a Board of Education that would continue to 
reflect the best interests of students and parents in the Huron 
School District. 

We feel we have been successful in representing the 
majority view of the people in the Huron School District. 

At this time the membership of People for Huron, and we 
feel by far a majority of citizens of this district, is gravely 
and seriously concerned regarding an action by the township 
board in assessing the Huron School District the almost 
astronomical sewer assessment of $66,590. As you are aware, 
our school district over the years has been severly strapped 
economically, and this assessment would “break the camel’s 
back’’. Over the years, this assessment would take 
educational dollars away from our children in the amount of 
nearly $80,000. 

Our school system can not afford to take these educational 
benefits away from our children. 

We feel that the board has the same concern as we in 
regard to progress in our school system and the community 
as a whole. It is our considered opinion that the Huron 
Township Board and the Board of Education should strive as 
public boards to uplift the social and educational status of our 
people. 

In light of this, churches, schools, and institutions working 
in this direction, whenever possible, should be given all 
considerations so as to faciliate their important function in 
our community. This seems all the more reasonable to the 
people iof our community when it is common knowledge that 
the sewer program in Huron has been far over-financed. 

Specifically, we are speaking of the fact that Huron 
Township, by assessing eight mills on this program, is taking 
in far more monies than is needed to meet our obligations on 
sewers. 

In light of the penalty clause on the sewer bonds, it is all the 
more disturbing to citizens to» see townshipbank accounts on 
sewers building up far beyond our ne^s to meet bond 
obligations. It is not possible, in our opinion, that bond 
counsel would have recommended eight mills to finance a 
pro^am that does not need eight mills. This has been so 
obvious from the inception of the sewer program that, 
naturally, the question must be, “How did our public officials 
assess eight mills in the first place?’’ 

The next logical question is, “Since the sewer program is 
over-financed, why must our public officials, in addition to 
this, assess our children and our schools $66,590 when it is not 
needed to meet our bond obligations?’’ The questions are 
distrubing and bring a keen sense of awareness that all is not 
well in Huron Township. 

Let us say that we feel this charge to our children and our 
schools is unwarranted and unfair. The answer, in our view, 
is to help not hinder; to co-operate, not to take a stand that is 
not an extension of the desires of parents and citizens of this 
community. 

We feel that the board has an opportunity to display 
statesmanship by aiding our schools by taking whatever 
action may be necessary to wipe out this obviously un¬ 
popular, unwanted, and unnecessary charge. 

Be assured our organization will take whatever steps 
necessa^ to assure equity for our children. We pray that the 
board will view this communication in a spirit of co-operation 
and in the spirit for which it was dispatched.

opposed. Last June the North- 
ville School District, in an 
advisory vote received a 
similar response indicating 
this idea has indeed not yet 
received a favorable reaction 
from Michigan voters who are 
also receiving expanded 
vocation and retirement 
benefits in recent labor 
contract settlements. 

Despite these setbacks, 
there continues to be a strong 
interest in the full utilization 
of educational facilities and 
staffs by state legislators, 
state and local school officials 
and tax special interests 
groups anxious to reduce 
bond programs. The Libby 
School in the Chicago Public 
School District represents a 
current effort to experiemnt 
with a 61-year old school plant. 
Some tentative surprising 
changes observed thus far are 
that teachers appear more 
enthusiastic and so do their 
students. Gasses are quieter 
and the atmosphere is^ 
businesslike but more relaxed.' 

The principal credits lower 
class size - the primary goal of 
their program for the change in 
the school - which was once 
severely overcrowded. Under 
this program, students are 
divid^ into four groups, each 
attending on a different 
schedule of 45 school days, 
with 15 days off in between. No 
rnore than three groups are in 
sr''j"^l at any one time, 
rRv cing school population by 
a ^fourth at the three over¬ 
crowded schools. 

At Libby, this means 
teachers have 23 to 30 pupils 
rather than 40 to 45 in their 
classrooms. Thus this year- 
round school schedule might 
not have the same effect at a 
school which hasn’t felt major 
growing pains but when you’re 
enduring 45 in a classroom - 
wall to wall children - it is 
much better with a normal 
load. The Libby school 
program now has the support 
of parents who had initially 
vocally opposed it. 

During the past two years 
we have seen the establishing 
of a minimum number of 
instructional days for 
students in Michigan. Each 
school district calendar 
requires no less than 180 days. 
Very few new ideas in 
education ever are adopted in 
their total description and 
intent. There must be ad¬ 
justments and usually “field- 
testing”^ and a transition 
stage. 

One possible transition 
would be school calendars that 
gradually increase in stages 
from the present 180-day basic 
level. Thus we may be first 
looking toward a longer school 
year first before we ex¬ 
perience a major trend 
toward a 12-month school 
calendar. 
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Chiropractors refute 
departments claim

Two area chiropractors 
have taken strong exception to 
a claim by the Wayne County 
Department of Health that 
children are required by law 
to be immunized against 
certain diseases prior to en¬ 
tering school. 

Dr. Ian Grassam, who 
practices at 28252 Ford Rd. 
and also resides in Garden 
City, says the county claims 
are only half the story. 

A release printed in the 
Daily Eagle Tuesday said 
“Children are required to be 
immunized against diptheria, 
tetanus, whooping cough, 
measles, rubella, polio and 
smallpox.** 

The story concerned on 
immunization clinic scheduled 
for Monday in Romulus. 

Side effects from the im¬ 
munizations are the main 
objections cited by Grassam. 

“As of September, 1970, we 
had three million children in 
the country suffer side effects 
because of rubella vac¬ 
cination,** he said. “We feel 
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the people should be made 
aware of the whole law and not 
just one side of it.” 

Dr. James W. O’Dell, a 
chiropractor whose practice is 
located at 1213 S. Wayne Rd. in 
Wayne, shared Grassam s 

opinion. , , , . 

“For the public s health 
protecUon,” Dr. O’Dell, who 
lives in Inkster, stated, I 
believe it would be proper that 
there be a third choice in¬ 
cluded with any information 
regarding immunization, 

TTie question is not wheth^ 
the immunization program is 
right or wrong, but rather it is 
a question of freedom of 
choice. 

“I say, let those that have 
confidence in this medication 
risk the lives of their children, 
but let those of us, who do not, 
retain the freedom of choice.” 

The release which came 
from Janice Moore of the 
Health Education section of 
the Department of Health, 
was sent to various area 
papers. 

According to Dr. Grassam, 
the state law does not require 
immunization for atiy child 
before entering school. 

Grassam cited Act 22 of the 
Public Acts of 1970, 
specifically. Enrolled House 
Bill 3363. 

It states, in section 376, “All 
children enrolling in any 
public, private, parochial or 
denominational school in 
Michigan for the first time 
shall submit either: 

—a statement signed by a 
physician that they have been 
immunized or protected

Plans for the development 
of four occupational education 
centers to service students in 
Wayne County have been 
imanimously endorsed by the 
Van Buren School District’s 
Board of Education. 

The proposed centers would 
be designed to provide 
vocational education courses 
and facilities that could not be 
presented by any individual 
school district in Wayne 
County. 

The program called for 
under proposed plans would 
require the levying of millage 
on the county level to finance 
construction and operation of 
the centers.

Detroit would be the site for 
one of the centers and 
proposed sites for the other 
centers are Romulus-Taylor, 
Wayne-Westland and one in 
the Downriver area. 
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against smallpox, diptheria, 
tetanus, pertussis, rubella, 
measles and poliomyelitis, 
and .tuberculin tested to 
determine the presence of 
infection from .tuberculosis; 

—a statement signed by a 
parent or guardian to the 
effect that the child has not 
been immunized and tuber¬ 
culin tested because of 
religious conviction or other 
objections to immunization ; 

—or a request signed by a 
parent or guardian that the 
local health department give 
the needed protective in¬ 
jections and diagnostic tests.” 

“It*s sort of like passing a 
law saying you have to license 
all motor vehicles unless you 
object,” the chiropractor 
commented. 

Dr. Paul Babas, who works 
for the county helping to 
arrange immunization clinics, 
cited the same law. 

When asked why the health 
department doesn’t publicize 
the entire law, but uses just 
the first part. Dr. Babas said, 
“If we went through all this bit 
about written statements, I 
don’t know how many 
problems we would have. But 
the smartest thing to do is say

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that it’s necessary by law to 
enter school.” 

Dr. Babas said that the 
county is faced with the 
problem of dealing with 
hundreds of children that the 
school districts will not accept 
because they have neither 
immunization nor a statement 
as to why they don’t. 

Babas did confirm, 
however, the immunization 
was not necessarily required. 
What is required is a signed 
statement from parents or 
guardians as to the religious 
or other objections they have 
to immunization. 

Dr. Grassam said that many 
chiropractors are of the 
opinion that the risk of side 
effects from immunization is 
not worth it. 

“Immunization relies on the 
body building up resistance to 
a disease known to man.” 

Dr. Grassam said that 
immunization injections 
bypass the body’s normal 
means of defense, because 
they are injected straight into 
the bloodstream. 

“We would rather see 
people maintain optimum 
health through normal care,” 
he added.

CITY OF ROMULUS ORDINANCE NO. 71-54 


SUBDIVISION CONTROL ORDINANCE NO. 71-54 

AN ORDINANCE ENACTED UNDER ACT 288, PUBLIC 
ACTS OF 1967 AS AMENDED, OF THE STATE OF 
MICHIGAN ESTABLISHING REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING THE SUBDIVISION OF LAND: 
PROVIDING FOR THE PROCEDURE FOR THE 
PREPARATION AND FILING OF PLATS, 
TENTATIVE APPROVAL OF PRELIMINARY PLATS, 
SUBMISSION OF RECORD OF FINAL PLATS, AP¬ 
PROVAL OF THE PLAT BY THE CITY COUNCIL: 
PROVIDING FOR PLATTING REGULATIONS AND 
REQUIREMENTS IN REGARD TO CONFORMITY TO 
THE CITY COMPREHENSIVE DEVELOPMENT PLAN, 
HEREBY DECLARED, TO BE A PART OF THIS OR¬ 
DINANCE. AS TO STREETS, ALLEYS AND 
EASEMENTS, AND TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR 
THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS : 

Article 1: GENERAL 

Section 100. Short Title: These Regulations shall be 
known and may be referred to as the “City of Romulus 
Subdivision Control Ordinance.” 

Section 101. Purposes: These Subdivision controls have 
been enacted for the purpose of protecting the public 
health, safety and general welfare of the residents of the 
City and of insuring the orderly growth and harmonious 
development by requiring: 

1. Proper arrangement of streets in relation to existing 
or planned streets and to major thoroughfares, adjoining 
subdivisions and public facilities. 

2. Adequate and convenient open spaces for traffic, 
utilities, access of fire fighting equipment, recreation, 
light, air, privacy, and safety from fire hazards. 

3. Achieve individual property lots of maximum utility 
and livability. 

4. Establishment of standards for the construction of 
adequate provisions for water, drainage and sanitary 
sewer facilities and other health requirements. 

Section 102. Interpretation: This Ordinance shall not 
apply to any lot or lots forming a part of a subdivision 
created and recorded prior to Uie effective date of this 
Ordinance except for the further dividing of lots. Nor is it 
intended by this Ordinance to repeal, abrogate, annul,orin 
any way impair or interfere with exisiting provisions of 
other laws, ordinances or regulations, or with private 
restrictions placed upon property by deed, covenant, or 
other private agreements, or with restrictive convenants, 
or other private agreements, or with restrictive covenants 
running with the land to which the City is a party. Where 
this Ordinance imposes a greater restriction upon land 
than is imposed or required by such existing provision of 
any other ordinance of the City, the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall control; in any other case, the provisions 
of such other ordinance shall control. 

Section 103. Scope: Subsequent to the effective date of 
these regulations, no plat within the City of Romulus shall 
be approved by the City Council unless it conforms to 
these regulations. 

Article II DEFINITIONS 

Section 200. The following definitions apply to the 
meanings of respective terms as they are to be construed 
in these regulations. 

1. Block shall mean an area of land within a subdivision 
that is entirely bounded by streets, highways, or ways, 
except alleys, and the exterior boundary or boundaries of 
the subdivision. 

2. City Clerk shall mean the City Clerk of the City of 
Romulus. 

3. City Engineer or Engineer is the staff engineer or 
consulting civil engineer of the City. 

4. City Planner or Planner is the staff planner or con¬ 
sulting city planner of the City. 

5. Commission shall mean the City Planning Com¬ 
mission of the City of Romulus. 

6. Comprehensive Development Plan shall mean the 
Master Plan of the City of Romulus as adopted by the 
Planning Commission. 

7. Council shall mean the legislative body of the City of 
Romulus. 

8. Easement is a grant by the owner of the use of a strip 
of land by the public, a corporation, o rpersons, for 
specific uses and purposes, to be designated as a “public” 
or “private” easement depending on the nature of the 
use. 

9. Lot means a measured portion of a parcel or tract of 
land, which is described and fixed in a recorded plat. 

(a) Lot Depth is the horizontal distance between the 
front and rear lot lines, measured along the median 
between the side lot lines. 

(b) Lot Width is the horizontal distance between the side 
lot lines measured at the minimum building setback line 
as established by the zoning ordinance. 

10. Major Thoroughfare Plan is that part of the Com¬ 
prehensive Development Plan which sets forth the 
location, alignment and dimensions of existing and 
proposed thoroughfares. 

11. Municipality or City shall mean the City of Romulus. 

12. Out lot means a lot, when included within the boun¬ 
dary of a recorded plat, set aside for purposes other than a 
building site, park or other land dedicated to public use or 
reserved for private use. 

13. Parcel or Tract means a continuous area or acreage 
of land which can be described as provided for in the 
Subdivision Control Act, Act 288, Public Acts of 1967. 

14. Plat means a map or chart of a subdivision of land. 

(a) Pre-Preliminary Plat is a map indicating the 
proposed layout of the subdivision in sufficient detail to 
provide adequate basis for review and assistance by the 
appropriate City officials. 

(b) Preleminary Plat is a map showing the salient 
feature of a proposed subdivision submitted to an ap¬ 
proving authority for purposes of preliminary con¬ 
sideration prepared in conformance with the Subdivision 
Control Act. 

(c) Final Plat is a map prepared in conformance with 
the requirements of the Subdivision Control Act and this 
ordinance, and suitable for recording by the County 
Register of Deeds. 

15. Proprietor means a natural person, firm, 
association, partnership, corporation or combination of 
any of them which may hold any ownership interest in 
land whether recorded or not. 

16. Street. The term “street” means a way of vehicular 
traffic, whetherdesignatedasa street, highway, thorough¬ 
fare, parkway, throughway, road avenue, boulevard , 
lane, place, or however otherwise designated. A street 
includes the land between the street lines, whether im¬ 
proved, unimproved, and may comprise pavement, 
shoulders, gutters, sidewalks, parking areas, and lawns. 

(a) Alleys: A minor service street providing a 
secondary means of access to a lot, block or parcel of 
land. 

(b) Parkway: A street designed for non-commercial, 
pleasure oriented traffic moving at moderate speeds, 
between and through scenic areas and parks. 

(c) Major Thoroughfare: Those streets of considerable 
continuity which are used or may be used primarily for 
fast or heavy traffic. 

(d) Collector Street: Those streets used to carry traffic 
from local streets to major thoroughfares, including 
principal entrance streets of large residential develop¬ 
ments. 

(e) Cul-de-sacs: A local street of short length and 
having one end permanently terminated by a vehicular 
turn-around. 

(f) Marginal access street: A local street which is 
parallel and adjacent to major thoroughfares and which 
provides access to abutting properties and protection 
from through traffic. 

(g) Local Street: Those streets which are used 
primarily for access to abutting properties. 


(h) Street Width: The shortest distance between the 
lines delineating the right-of-way of streets. 

17. Subdivide or Subdivision means the partitioning or 
dividing or a parcel or tract of land by the proprietor 
thereof or by his heirs, executors, administrators, legal 
representatives, successors or assigns for the purpose of 
sale or lease of more than one year, or of building 
development, where the act of division creates five (5) or 
more parcels of land each of which is ten (10) acres or less 
in area; or five (5) or more parcels of land each of which 
is ten (10) acres or less in area are created by successive 
divisions within a period of ten (10) years. 

18. Subdivision Control Act means the Subdivision 
Ckintrol Act, Act 288, Michigan Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended. 

19. Zoning Ordinance is the zoning ordinance of the City 
of Romulus adopted in accordance with the (^tyand 
Village Zoning Act, Act 207, Public Acts of 1921, as 
amended. 

Article III. SUBDIVISION PROCEDURE 
Section 300. Preliminary Investigation. Prior to the 
preparation of a preliminary plat, the subdivider may 
meet informally with the City Planner to investigate the 
procedures and standards of the City of Romulus with 
reference to this Subdivision Control Ordinance and with 
the proposals of the Comprehensive Development Plan 
that effect the area in which the proposed subdivision is 
located. 

It is the responsibility of the subdivider to: 

(a) Familiarize himself with the Zoning Ordinance, 
Subdivision Control Ordinance, engineering 
specifications, and other ordinances or controls relative to 
the subdivision and improvement of land, so as to make 
himself aware of the requirements of the ciity of Romulus. 

(b) Investigate the adequacy of existing schools and 
public open spaces including parks and playgrounds to 
serve the proposed subdivision. 

(c) Review the open space development options of the 
Zoning Ordinance to determine the feasibility of utilizing 
one of these approaches. 

(d) Investigate the relationship of the proposed sub¬ 
division with respect to major thoroughfares and plans for 
future widening of thoroughfares. 

(e) Investigate the standards for sewage disposal, 
water supply, and drainage of the City of Romulus and the 
health standards of Wayne County and the State of 
Michigan. 

(f) Review Act 288, Public Acts, 1967, and the 
requirements of those State and Ck)unty agencies which 
are required by said Public Act to review and approve the 
plat. 

Section 301. Pre-Preliminary Plat. Pre-preliminary 
plat review is an aid to the developer and to the 
Municipality. Under this procedure, a developer is 
provid^ with the opportunity to avail himself of the 
advice and assistance of the City Planner and Engineer 
and the many agencies involved in subdividing, before 
preparation of the preliminary Plat and its submission for 
approval, in order to save him time and money and to 
make the most of his opportunities. 

(a) Nothing in this section shall be so construed as to 
require any pre-application contact. Any subdivider may 
elect to begin subdividing by submitting a preliminary 
plat. 

Section 302. Preliminary Plat — Tentative Approval. 
Tentative Approval under this section shall confer upon 
the proprietor for a period of one (1) year from date, 
approvd of lot sizes, lot orientation, and street layout. 
Such tentative approval may be extended if applied for by 
the proprietor and granted by the C^ouncil in writing. / 

1. Submittal. The proprietor shall submit ten (10) copies 
of the Preliminary Plat and other data to the City Qerk 
and copies shall be distributed to as follows: 

(a) City Gerk retains two (2) copies 

(b) Three (3) copies of the Preliminary Plat are sent to 
the Planning Commission. 

(c) Two (2) copies of the Preliminary Plat are sent to 
the City Engineer. 

(d) Two (2) copies of the Preliminary Plat are sent to 
the City Planner. 

(e) One (1) copy of the Preliminary Plat is sent to the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

2. Information Required. The following information 
shall be shown on the Preliminary Plat or submitted with 
it: 

(a) Proposed name of subdivision. 

(b) Location of the subdivision giving the metes and 
bounds description according to Section, Township and 
Range, and the name of the City and County. 

(c) Names and addresses of the proprietor, owner, and 
the planner, designer, engineer, or surveyor who designed 
the subdivision layout. 

(d) The names, locations of abutting subdivisions, 
layout of streets indicating street names, right-of-way 
widths and connections with adjoining platted streets, the 
widths and location of alleys, easements and public walk¬ 
ways and lot layouts. 

(e) The Preliminary Plat may be on paper and shall be 
not less than 24 inches by 36 inches at a scale of one 
hundred (100) feet to one inch showing date and north 
arrow. 

(f) A map of the entire area scheduled for future 
development, if the proposed plat is a portion of a larger 
holding intended for subsequent development. 

(g) Ten (10) copies of the proposed protective covenants 
and deed restrictions, or state in writing that none are 
proposed. If common areas are to be reserved for use of 
the residents of the subdivision, copies of an agreement 
showing how the area will be maintained, shall also be 
submitted. 

(h) Layout, numbers, and dimensions of lots including 
dimensional building setback lines. 

(i) Indication of parcels of land intended to be dedicated 
or set aside for public use or for the use of property owners 
in the subdivision. 

(j) Location of any existing and proposed sanitary 
sewers, water mains, storm drains and other un¬ 
derground facilities and public utilities. 

(k) A site report, if the proposed subdivision is not to be 
served by public sewer and water systems, as described 
in the rules of the State Department of Public Health. 

(l) Contours shall be shown on the Preliminary Plat at 
five (5) foot intervals where slope is greater than ten per 
cent (10%) and two (2) foot intervals where slope is ten 
per cent (10%) or less. Topographic contours to be based 
upon U.S. c. & g.s. datum. 

(m) The Preliminary Plat shall contain preliminary 
engineering data for streets, water, sewers, sidewalks, 
and other required public improvements. The engineering 
plans shall contain enough detail to enable the City 
Engineer to make a determination as to general con¬ 
formance of the proposed improvements to applicable 
municipal regulations and standards. 

(n) Location of 50 year flood control with relation to 
river, county drains, and natural water courses where 
more than two (2) square miles of drainage basin exists 
upstream or where required by the City Engineers. 

3. Procedures 

(a) The Preliminary Plat shall be placed on the agenda 
of the next regular meeting of the Planning Commission. 

(b) The Planning Commission shall review the 
Preliminary Plat and the comments of the City Planner 
and Engineer and shall recommend approval, provisional 
approv^ or disapproval. 

(1) If approval is granted, the Chairman of the Planning 
(^mmission shall make a notation to that effect on each 
copy of the Preliminary Plat and retain one (1) copy as a 
matter of permanent record. One (1) copy shall be 
returned to the proprietor and one (1) copy forwarded to 
the City Council with a written report of the findings by 


the Planning Commission and its recommendation for 
approval. 

(2) If provisional approval is granted, it shall be the 
responsibility of the proprietor to resubmit amended 
plans conforming to the specified modifications within 
fourteen (14) days of the date of this provisional approval. 
Failure to resubmit revised plans within fourteen (14) 
days, shall result in the submiUal to the City Council with 
a recommendation for disapproval. If the revised plans 
are timely submitted, and revisions meet the approval of 
the (Tity Engineer, and City Planner, and conform to the 
specified modifications of the Planning Clommission, the 
plat sh^l be submitted to the City Council with recom¬ 
mendations for tentative approval of the preliminary plat. 

(3) ^ If the Planning (Commission disapproves the 
Preliminary Plat, the minutes of the meeting shall record 
the reasons for disapproval and a copy forwarded to the 
proprietor. The City (Council shall receive a report of the 
findings by the Planning Commission and its recom¬ 
mendation for disapproval. 

(c) The Planning Commission shall give its report to the 
City Council not more than sixty(60)days after submission 
of the Preliminary Plat. The sixty (60) day period may be 
extended if the proprietor consents. If no action is taken 
within sixty (60) days, the Preliminary Plat shall be 
deemed to have been approved by the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

(d) The City Council shall not review a preliminary plat 
until it has received the review and recommendations of 
the Planning Commission. Upon receipt of the recom¬ 
mendations from the Planning Ck)mmission, the City 
(Council shall at their next regular meeting, review said 
Preliminary Plat and within ninety (90) days from date of 
filing, tentatively approve the Preliminary Plat or 
disapprove said Plat. The Council shall record their ap¬ 
proval on the Plat and return one copy to the proprietor or 
set forth in writing its reasons for rejection and 
requirements for tentative approval. 

(e) The proprietor upon receiving tentative approval 
from the City (Council shall submit the Preliminary Plat to 
all authorities as required by Sections 113 through 119 of 
the Subdivision Control Act. Tentative approval shall not 
constitute final approval of the Preliminary Plat. 

Section 303. Preliminary Plat - Final Approval. Final 
approval of the Preliminary Plat under this section shall 
confer upon the proprietor for a period of two (2) years 
from date of approval, the conditional right that the 
general terms and conditions under which preliminary 
approval was granted will not be changed. The two (2) 
year period may be extended if applied for by the 
proprietor and granted by the City (Council in writing. 
Written notice of the extension shall be sent by the City 
(Council to the other approving authorities. 

1. Submittal. The proprietor shall submit ten (10) copies 
of the Preliminary Plat to the City Qerk and the following 
information: 

(a) A certified list of all authorities required for ap¬ 
proval in Sections 113 through 119 of the Subdivision 
(Control Act and the proprietor shall also provide approved 
copies of plats from each of the required authorities. 

(b) (Copy of the receipt from the Qty Treasurer that all 
Engineering inspection fees, and other charges and 
deposits, as provided in Article IX of this Ordinance, 
have been paid. 

(c) Final engineering construction plans for all im¬ 
provements to be constructed in connection with the 
proposed plat in accordance with standards and 
specifications of the Qty Engineer and Qty (Council. 

2. Procedures. The City (Council, after receipt of the 
necessary approved copies of the Preliminary Plat, shall: 

(a) Consider the review and recommen^tion of the 
City Planner and Engineer for compliance with tentative 
approved preliminary plat and engineering design 
standards. 

(b) Consider the Preliminary Plat at its next meeting, 
or within twenty (20) days from the date of the submission 
of aU necessary approved plats. 

(c) If the Preliminary Plat conforms substantially to 
the plat approved tentatively by the City Council and has 
met all conditions specified for tentative approval, the 
Qty Council shall give the final approval to the 
Preliminary Plat. 

(d) The City Qerk shall promptly notify the proprietor 
of approval or rejection in writing, and if rejected, shall 
give the reasons. 

(e) Construction of improvements may be commenced 
by the proprietor if he has: 

(1) Reveived notice of final approval of the Preliminary 
Plat by the City (Council, and engineering plans have been 
approved by the City Engineer. 

(2) Entered into a subdivision agreement with the Qty 
for construction of all required subdivision im¬ 
provements. 

(3) Deposited with the City a performance guarantee 
and cash escrow as required under Section 501 of this 
Ordinance. 

(f) (instruction of up to four (4) model homes in a new 
subdivision may be commenced by the proprietor if he has 
complied with Section 303, 2, (e) above. The model(s) 
shall be constructed on proposed lots and in accordance 
with all conditions or regulations which would be in effect 
if the final plat were recorded. 

No certificates of occupancy shall be issued until such 
time as the plat has been recorded and all utilities and 
improvements have been installed and accepted by the 
Qty. 

Action 304. Final Plat Approval. Following final ap¬ 
proval of the Preliminary Plat by the Qty Council, the 
proprietor shall cause a survey and five true plats thereof 
to be made by a surveyor. 

1. Submittal. Five (5) copies of the final plat on an ap¬ 
proved polyester film and an additional five (5) paper 
prints of the final plat shall be submitted to the City Qerk. 
Final plats shall not be accepted after the date of ex¬ 
piration of the Preliminary Plat approval. Submittal to 
the Clerk shall be at least ten (10) days prior to a regularly 
scheduled meeting of the City Council, which meeting 
shall be consider^ as the date of filing. 

2. Information Required. All Final Plats of subdivided 
land shall comply with the provisions of the Subdivision 
(Control Act of 1967 and shall conform to the approved 
Preliminary Plat. 

(a) An abstract of title certified to date of the 
proprietor’s certificate to establish recordable ownership 
interest and any other information deemed necessary for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether the proper parties 
have signed the plat, or a policy of title insurance 
currently in force, covering all of the land included within 
the boundaries of the proposed subdivision. 

3. Procedures. 

(a) The Final Plat shall be reviewed by the Qty Planner 
and Engineer as to compliance with the approved 
Preliminary Plat and final construction plans for utilities 
and other improvements. 

(b) The City Council shall review all recommendations 
and take action of the Final Plat within twenty (20) days 
of its date of filing and shall: 

(1) Approve the plat if it conforms to all provisions of 
this Act and instruct the Clerk to certify on the Plat the 
Qty Council’s approval, showing the date of the approval, 
the approval of the Health Department, when required, 
and the date thereof as shown on the approved 
Preliminary Plat; or 

(2) Reject the Plat, instruct the Qerk to give the 
reasons in writing as set forth in the minutes of the 
meeting, and return the Plat to the proprietor. 

(c) The Clerk shall transcribe a certificate of approval 
of the Qty Council on the plat and deliver all copies to the 
Qerk of the County Plat Board together with the filing and 
recording fee required by the Plat Act. 

Article IV. DESIGN STANDARDS FOR SUBDIVISION 
PLANNING 

The following design standards are intended as a guide 


to sound land planning and are the minimum standards 
for subdivision development in the City of Romulus. 

Section 400. Streets and Alleys: The specifications 
herein set forth are to be the standards adopted for the 
width and location of all highways, streets, and alleys 
which may hereafter be platted or accepted within the 
City of Romulus. The standards for County roads are 
intended to be in harmony with road and right-of-way 
standards and policies of the Wayne County Road Com¬ 
mission. 

1. Layout: The layout of proposed street shall provide 
for the continuation of existing streets in surrounding 
areas and-or shall conform to a plan for the neighborhood 
approved by the Planning (Commission in cases where 
topographical or other conditions preclude the con¬ 
tinuation of existing streets. In general, such streets shall 
be of width as great as that of the street so extended. Local 
residential streets shall be laid out as to discourage their 
use by through traffic. 

2. Major Thoroughfares: Where the subdivision abuts or 
contains an existing or proposed major thoroughfare, the 
Planning Commission shall require the construction of 
margin^ access streets or reverse frontage of lots with 
provision of screen planting contained in a non-access 
reservation along the rear property lines with a minimum 
width of fifteen (15) feet, or with side lot lines parallel to 
the major thoroughfare. 

3. Private Streets and Alleys: Private streets and alleys 
shall not be permitted, but rather all streets and alleys 
shall be dedicated to the public. 

4. Access to Property: A plat shall not be approved 
which is isolated from or which isolates other lands from 
existing public streets, unless suitable access is provided. 

5. Intersections: Intersecting streets shall be laid out so 
that the intersection angle is as nearly possible to ninety 
(90) degrees. Streets convening at one point shall be 
reduced to the least practicable number. 

6. Half Streets: Half streets shall not be permitted 
where a subdivision adjoins developed property, except 
for such major streets of over sixty (60) feet in right-of- 
way width as may be recommended in the Comprehensive 
Development Plan or by the Wayne (bounty ^ad Com¬ 
mission. They shall be permitted only when the Planning 
(Commission considers the use of a half -street essential to 
the reasonable development of the subdivision in ac¬ 
cordance with the intent of these regulations and where 
said Commission finds it practicable to require the 
dedication of the other half of the right-of-way when the 
adjoining property is dubdivided. Wherever there 
already exists a dedicated and recorded half-street or 
half-alley on an adjoining plat, the other half shall be 
dedicated on the proposed plat to make the street or alley 
complete. A one-foot public reserve may be required to be 
placed between half-streets and subdivision boundaries. 
These reserves shall be deeded in fee simple to the City for 
future street purposes. 

7. Dead-End Streets: When adjoining areas are not 
platted, the arrangement of streets in new subdivisions 
shall be extended to the boundary line of the tract to make 
provision for the future projection of streets into adjacent 
areas. A one-foot public reserve may be required to be 
placed between stub streets and subdivision boundaries. 
TTiese reserves shall be deeded in fee simple for future 
street purposes. 

8. Alleys: Alleys shall not be permitted in residential 
areas, but may be permitted or required in commercial or 
industrial areas for the purpose of service access, such as 
for off-street parking and loading. 

9. Street Names: Street names shall not be permitted 
which might cause confusion for purposes of assessing, 
mail delivery, or locating by the public with names of 
existing streets in or near the Qty of Romulus. Streets 
that will be continuations of existing streets shall be called 
by the same names of such existing streets. 

10. Building Lines and Setback Lines: Building lines 

shaU conform to the requirements of the Zoning Or¬ 
dinance. ' 

11. Street Alignment: 

(a) Minimum horizontal centerline radii of curvature 
shall be: 

( 1 ) Major Thoroughfares 700 feet radius 

(2) Collector Thoroughfares 450 feet radius 

A minimum fifty (50) foot tangent shall be introduced 

between reverse curves on local streets, one hundred 
(100) feet on collector streets and three hundred (300) feet 
on major thoroughfares except that upon recom¬ 
mendation of the City Engineer an exception may be 
granted by the City (Council. 

(b) Visibility Requirements: 

(1) Minimum vertical visibility (measured from four 
and one-half (4-i/^ ) foot eye level to eighteen (18) inch tail 
light) shall be: 

-500 feet on major thoroughfares 

- 300 feet on secondary streets 

- 200 feet on local streets 

- 100 feet on local streets less than 500 feet in length 

(2) Minimum horizontal visibility, as measured on 
center line shall be: 

- 300 feet on major thoroughfares 

- 200' feet on collector streets 

- 100 feet on local streets 

(c) Street Jogs: Street jogs uith centerline off-sets of 
less than one hundred and fifty (150) feet shall be avoided. 

(d) Intersection: Curved streets intersecting with 
major or secondary thoroughfares shall do so with a 
tangent section of centerline one hundred (100) feet in 
length measured from the right-of-way line of the major 
or collector thoroughfare except that upon recom¬ 
mendation of the City Engineer an exception may be 
granted by the City Council. 

12. Surface Drainage: Adequate and safe disposal of all 
yard drainage shall be provided in accordance with 
details and specifications prescribed by the City 
Engineer. 

14. Street Right-Of-Way Widths: Street right-of-ways 
widths shall conform to at least the following minimum 
requirements: 

(a) Street Type (b) Minimum Right-Of-Way 

- Major Thoroughfare - One hundred and twenty ( 120) feet 


- (^Hector Street 

- Industrial and Commercial 
Service Streets 

-Local (residential) Streets 

- Marginal Access Streets 

- Boulevard Streets 
-Alleys 

- Qjl-de-sac Streets 


-Eighty six (86) feet 

- Sixty (60) feet 

- Sixty (60) feet 
-Forty (40) feet 

-Eighty-Six (86) feet 
-Twenty-four (24) feet 
■ Sixty (60) feet 


(c) Maximum length for residential cul-de-sacs shall 
not exceed six hundred (600) feet and shall terminate in a 
circle one hundred and twenty (120) feet in diameters. 
Maximim length of industrial cul-de-sac streets may 
exceed six hundred (600) feet subject to the approval of 
the Planning Commission, and shall terminate in a circle 
one hundred and fifty (150) feet in diameter. 

Section 401. Utility and Drainage Easements: 

1. Drainage easements shall be provided, w^hich con¬ 
form substantially with the lines of any natural water 
course, drainage ditch, channel or stream. Such 
easements shall be of adequate width for the particular 
conditions of the site. The City Engineer, may, if he 
considers such requirement necessary to the proper 
development of the subdivision and the circulation of local 
traffic, require that the drain, if within a public right-of- 
way, will be tiled and fully enclosed. 

2. Except where alleys are provided for the purpose, a 
private utility easement, not less than twelve (12) feet in 
width, with six (6) feet located on each side of the property 
line, shall be provided along rear or side lot line. Utility 
easements six (6) feet in width are permissible along rear 
property lines, in cases where such rear property lines 
abut unplatted land.- 

(Ontinued on Page 7) 
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3. Land within a major drainage easement and used or 
intended to be used exclusively for surface use, or land 
within a private utility easement for major electrical 
power transmission lines, shall not be considered as 
satisfy ing a part of the minimum required lot area. 

Section 402. Lots: The size, shape, and orientation of lots 
shall be appropriated for the location of the subdivision 
and for the type of development and use contemplated. 
Lots shall be of such size as to permit a variety of housing 
types, to provide side yards for desirable access, light, 
air, privacy, and safety from fire hazards, and to provide 
for setbacks from the street line and allow sufficient space 
for household purposes. 

1. Access: All lots shall abut upon their full frontage on a 
dedicated public street. Lots, other than corner lots, shall 
not be permitted to front onto two streets except when 
reverse frontage lots are to be platted in accordance with 
Section 400 ( 2). 

2. Depth: No lot shall be less than one hundred twenty 
(120) feet in depth. The depth of a lot may not exceed a 
depth to width ratio of to 1. 

3. Corner Lots: Comer lots in single family plats shall be 
provided with an extra fifteen (15) feet of width to permit 
the maintenance of the minimum front building setback 
lines on both the front and side street lines. 

4. Side Lot Lines: Side property lines of lots shall 
generally be perpendicular or radial to street lines except 
where, in the opinion of the Planning Commission, a 
better lotting plan can be achieved. Side and rear 
property lines should be straight. 

5. Area: The area and width of lots shall be in ac¬ 
cordance with the minimum Zoning Ordinance 
requirements for the district in which the Plat is 
proposed. 

6. Industrial and Commercial Lots: No lot or parcel 
zoned industrial or commercial shall be platted unless 
such lot or parcel be sufficient in size as to provide area 
for off-street parking and loading in accordance with the 
requirements of the Zoning Ordinance. 

7. Large Lots: In case a tract is subdivided into parcels 
containing over one acre in area, such parcels shall be 
arranged to allow the resubdivision of any parcels into 
smaller lots in accordance with the provisions of this 
Subdivision (^ntrol Ordinance. 

Section 403. Blcoks: The size and shape of blocks shall 
be appropriate for the type of lots and land use proposed. 
Blocl^ shall be designed so as to permit good lot orien¬ 
tation, safe street design and economical use of the land. 

1. Maximum Lei^th: Maximum length of blocks, 
measured between intersecting street centerlines, shall 
not exceed thirteen hundred and twenty (1,320) feet. This 
maximum may be exceeded where lot sizes average over 
20,000 square feet, except that in no case however, may 
themaximum block length exceed 1,800 feet. 

2. Minimum Length: Minimum block length, measured 
as above, shall not be less than five hundred (500) feet. 

3. Width: Width of blocks shall be equal to the total 
depthof two (2) tiersof lots and shall not be less than two 
hundred and forty (240) feet except where reverse fron¬ 
tage is required in Section 400 (2). 

Section 404. Pedestrian ways: 

1. Oosswalks: Right-of-way for pedestrian crosswalks 
in the middle of blocks exceeding 1,000 feet in length may 
be required where necessary to obtain convenient 
pedestrian circulation to schools, parks or shopping 
areas. The right-of-way shall be at least ten (10) feet wide 
and extend entirely through the block. 

2. Surfacing: The walkway surface shall be five (5) feet 
in width,^ and constructed to meet City concrete sidewalk 
specifications. The balance of the easement shall be 
sodded to meet CJity specifications. A four (4) foot high 
diain link fence shall be erected along the right-of-way 
lines. 

Article V. REQUIRED IMPROVEMENTS 
Section 501. Required Financial Guarantee 
Arrangements: 

1. The proprietor shall be required to provide financial 
security in one or a combination of the following 
arrangements, whichever the proprietor elects. 

(a) Escrow fund: A cash deposit, or deposit by cer¬ 
tified check sufficient to cover the cost of the contemplated 
improvements as estimated by the City shall be deposited 
wifii the City Treasurer. The escrow deposit shall be for 
the estimated time period necessary to complete the 
required improvements. 

(b) Irrevocable letter of credit: An irrevocable letter of 
credit issued by a bank authorized to do business in 
Michigan in an anmout to cover the cost of the con¬ 
templated improvements as estimated. 

Except with respect to official rates and charges the 
City Council may rebate or release to the proprietor, as 
the work progresses amounts equal to the ratio of the 
completed and accepted work to the entire project. 

2. In case the subdivider shall fail to complete the 
required public improvements work within such time 
period as required by the conditions or guarantees as 
outlined above, the City Council may proceed to have such 
work completed and reimburse itself for the cost thereof 
by appropriating the cash deposit, certified check, surety 
bond or by drawing upon the letter of credit. 

3. Prior to the acceptance by the Clity of improvements, 
a one year maintenance bond in an amount equal to 100 
per cent of the total cost shall be deposited by the 
proprietor. 

Section 502. Utilities and Improvements. The im¬ 
provements set forth under this article are to be con¬ 
sidered as the minimum acceptable standard. Those 
improvements for which standards are not specifically set 
forth shall be established by the City Council with 
assistance from the City Engineer. 

1. Street Pavement: Street Pavement: Street im- 
fH'ovements shall be provided by the proprietor in ac¬ 
cordance with standards and specifications of the City 
Elngineer and the following schedule: 

(a) Street Type 
- Major Thoroughfare 
—Ck)liector Street 

—Industrial and (Commercial Service Street 

—Local Single Family Street 

—Multiple Family Street 

—Marginal Access Street 

—Boulevard Street 

—Alleys 

—Cul-de-sac streets (outside radius)- 

Industrial 

Residential 


(b) Pavement Width 

—In accordance with standards and specifications 
established by the City Engineer or Wayne (County Road 
(Commission. 

—Thirty Seven (37) feet to forty four (44) feet. 

—Twenty Seven (27) feet to forty four (44) 

—Twenty Seven (27) feet 
—Twenty Seven (27) feet 
—Twenty Two (22) feet 

—Dual Twenty Two (22) foot pavements separated by a 
twenty (20) foot island 
—Twenty (20) feet 
—Sixty Five (65) feet 
—Fifty (50) feet 

2. Storm Drainage: All streets shall have enclosed 
storm drainage sewers in accordance with standards and 
specifications prescribed by the (City Engineer. Where 
(County drains are included in the Proposed Plat a letter or 
document of approval shall be submitted by the proprietor 
from the Wayne (County Drain (Commissioner and other 
public agencies that have jurisdiction. 

3. Sanitary Sewerage System: A public sanitary sewer 


system shall be constructed and the sewer size, grade, 
and other appurtenances of the system shall be constructed 
in conformance with the standards and specifications 
prescribed by the City Engineer. 

4. Water System: A public water supply system shall be 
required and water mains, fire hydrants and necessary 
water system appurtenances shall be constructed in such 
a manner as to adequately serve all lots shown on the plat 
both for domestic use and fire protection. Standards and 
specifications shall be prescribed by the City Engineer. 

5. (Xirbs & Gutters: Roll or batter curbs shall be con¬ 
structed on all streets shown on the plat in accordance 
with standards and specifications of the City Engineer. 

6. Sidewalks: Concrete sidewalks shall be constructed 
along both sides of all streets shown on the plat including 
major thoroughfares and collector streets. Where tlie 
average width of lots, as measured at the building setback 
line, is over one hundred (100) feet, sidewalks shall be 
required on one side only and provided further that 
sidewalks may not be required along commercial or in- 
dusfrial service streets. Sidewalks were constructed shall 
be five (5) feet in width and shall be placed one (1) foot off 
the property line. Sidewalks shall be constructed in ac¬ 
cordance with standards and specifications prescribed by 
the City Engineer. 

7. Trees: Street trees shall be planted between curb and 
sidewalk in accordance with the following schedule for all 
residential lots: 

(a) Lots with street frontage of sixty-five (65) feet or 
less shall have a minimum ofone (1) tree. 

(b) Lots with street frontageof sixty-five (65) feet or 
more, and less than one hundred twenty (120) feet shall 
have a minimum of two (2) trees. 

(c) Lots with street frontage of one hundred twenty 
(120) feet or more shall have a minimum of three (3) 
trees. 

(d) Minimum tree size shall be three (3) inches caliper 
as measured six (6) inches above crown. 

(e) The selection of variety, spacing and planting of all 
trees shall be done in accordance with standards and 
specifications of the City of Romulus. 

8. Street Sings: For the proper identification of streets, 
the proprietor shall provide and erect street signs and 
traffic control devices meeting the standards of the City of 
Romulus. 

9. Street lights: Street lights shall be provided in ac¬ 
cordance with standards and specifications of the Detroit 
Edison Company. 

10. Underground Wiring: The proprietor shall make 
arrangements for all lines for telephone, electric, 
television, and other similar services distributed by wire 
or cable to be placed underground entirely throughout a 
subdivided area, except on a major thoroughfare right-of- 
way, and such conduits or cables shall be placed within 
private easements provided to such service companies by 
the developer or within dedicated public ways, provided 
only that overhead lines may be permitted upon written 
recommendation of the City Engineer, City Planner, 
Planning Commission and the approval of the City (Ouncil 
at the time of final plat approval where it is determined 
that overhead lines will not constitute a detriment to the 
health, safety, general welfare, plat design and character 
of the subdivision. All such facilities placed in dedicated 
public ways shall be planned so as not to conflict with 
other underground utilities. All such facilities shall be 
constructed in accordance with standards of construction 
approved by the Michigan Public Service Commission. All 
drainage and underground utility installations which 
traverse privately owned property shall be protected by 
easements granted by the proprietor. 

Section 503. Completion and Acceptance for Main¬ 
tenance. 

(1) (Ortification by the Developer’s Engineer- 
The proprietor’s Engineer shall furnish the C^ty of 

Romulus a letter or document indicating satisfactory 
completion of the required improvements. 

(2) Inspection by the Proprietor’s Engineer and the Clity 
Engineer 

After the completion of the construction of the streets 
and other related facilities, the City Engineer will conduct 
a final inspection. This inspection shall be made in con¬ 
junction with the proprietor’s Engineer to assure the 
Subdivision is completed according to the approved plans 
and specifications. 

(3) Partial Acceptance 

In no case will a partial acceptance of any street in the 
Subdivision be made for maintenance. 

Article VI. VARIANCES 

Section 600. General. The Planning (Commission may 
recommend to the City Council a variance from the 
provisions of this Ordinance on a finding that application 
of such provision or requirement is impracticable. The 
Planning (Commission shall only recommend variances 
that it deems necessary to or desirable for the public 
interest. In making its findings, as required herein below, 
the Planning Commission shall take into account the 
nature of the proposed use of land and the existing use of 
land in the vicinity, the number of persons to reside or 
work in the proposed subdivision, and the probable effect 
of the proposed subdivision upon traffic conditions in the 
vicinity. No variance shall be recommended unless the 
Planning Commission finds after a public hearing: 

(1) That there are such special circumstances or con¬ 
ditions affecting said property that the strict application 
of the provisions of this Ordinance would clearly be im¬ 
practicable or unreasonable. In such cases the subdivider 
shall first state his reasons in writing as to the specific 
provision or requirment involved and submit them to the 
Planning Commission. 

(2) That the granting of the specified variance will not 
be detrimental to the public welfare or injurious to other 
property in the area in which said property is situated. 

(3) That such variance will not violate the provisions of 
the State Subdivision (^ntrol Act. 

(4) The Planning Ckimmission shall include its findings 
and the specific reasons therefor in its report of recom¬ 
mendations to the City (Council and shall also records its 
reasons and action in its minutes. 

(5) That such variance will not have the effect of 
nullifying the interest and purpose of this Ordinance and 
the Comprehensive Development Plan. 

Article VII. PUBLIC RESERVATIONS AND SPECIAL 
DEVELOPMENTS 

Section 700. Public Sites and Open Spaces 
(1) Where a site for a park, playground, playfield, 
school, library, fire station or other public uses deemed 
necessary by the Planning Commission to fulfill the ob¬ 
jectives of the (>)mprehensive Development Plan, the 
Commission may recommend the reservation of such 
areas within the subdivisions. 

(a) Upon determination by the respective public agency 
that space for the public facility is required, the agency 
involved shall within ninety (90) days, enter into an 
agreement to purchase the site. 

(b) Acquisition of the site shall be accomplished within 
three (3) years. 

2. Reservation of other public open spaces may be 
required where deemed necessary by the Planning 
(Ommission for preservation of historic sites and scenic 
areas or for a particular type of development proposed in 
the subdivision but not anticipated in the Comprehensive 
Plan. 

3. Dedication of greenbelts or buffer parks may be 
required by the Planning Commission in areas where they 
are desirable to separate and protect residential sub¬ 
divisions from adjacent commercial developments, high¬ 
ways, streets and railroads or any obnoxious use. 

Section 701. Planned Unit Developments ' 

1. The Planning Commission will consider plats 
designed for special development which may require 
modificiation or adjustment of these design standards. 
Modifications may be made to allow:

/ Article VIII ENGINEERING DESIGN STANDARDS 
Section 800 
GENERAL 

Utility plans for a subdivision shall contain detailed 
drawings of the existing topograph (both on site and a 
minimum of 100 feet off-site), and the sanitary, storm, 
water, paving and site grading systems. These drawings 
shall be prepared on 24” x 36” sheets. A location may 
indicating the Section or V 4 Section, Town, Range, city, 
north arrow, scale and general area of the proposed 
improvement shall be shown on the cover sheet and-or 
each plan sheet. A minimum of two bench marks shall be 
indicated on each plan sheet. All elevations on the plan 
shall be based on Wayne Ck)unty Datum, (U.S.C.G.S.) and 
shall be so stated. The plans shall contain the signature 
and seal of the State of Michigan professional engineer 
preparing them. A minimum of three complete sets shall 
be submitted for initial review. When approved, the 
design engineer shall submit the required number of sets 
of plans for water and sanitary permits and a complete set 
of high quality mylar intermediates containing the 
following certification: 

I hereby certify that these plans are identical to the 
plans as approved on by the City Engineer. 

Date Signature of Professional Engineer Preparing Plans 

The design engineer will be responsible for obtaining 
the necessary approvals and-or permits from the 
following agencies if under their jurisdiction:

SECTION 801 
WATER MAIN 

For Gty approval of water main system, the applicant 
shall furnish to the Department of Public Works three sets 
of the water main plans including the general plan for the 
system on which he desires approval. The Department of 
Public Works shall review the plans for conformity to the 
City standards, after which they will return one of the 
three sets or a letter with appropriate comments to the 
applicant. The applicant after making any requested 
changes shall then resumbit fifteen sets of plans to the 
City. The City shall then review these revised plans for 
conformity, and if they have been properly made, will 
retain five copies and transmit the remaining ten copies to 
the City of Detroit Metropolitan Water Services for their 
review and approval. Water main requirements shall 
include but not be limited to the following items: 

1) A plan and profile will be required for all water mains 
sixteen inches in diameter or larger. A plan view of 
smaller mains will be acceptable. 

2) The plan shall indicate the location of the proposed 
main from the property line, and theiocation and 
elevation of all hydrants and gate wells. 

3) The minimum cover will be six feet. 

4) The plan shall indicate elevation of proposed water 
main in any instance where its depth varies from the 
standard six feet ov cover, such as points where it crosses 
another utility. 

5) Hydrants shall be located to provide fire protection 
for all proposed buildings within the development. To 
determine this, all prospective buildings shall fall within a 
250 foot radius from the hydrant. 

J The following items wiU be included in the plan by note: 

J 1) All work will conform to the current standards and 
4pecifications of the City of Romulus. 

2) No connection will be made to existing water mains 
until directed by the engineer and after successful 
hydrostatic and bacteriological tests have been completed 
and approved by the City. 

3) The minimum cover will be six feet. 

SECTION 802 
SANITARY SEWERS 

For City approval of sanitary sewer system the ap¬ 
plicant shall furnish to the Department of Public Works 
three sets of the sanitary sewer plans including the 
general plan for the system on which he desires approval. 
The Department of Public Works shall review the plans 
for conformity to the City standards, after which they will 
return one of the three sets or letter with appropriate 
comments to the applicant. The applicant after making 
any requested changes shall then resubmit ten sets of 
plans to the City, five of which shall be manirally sealed 
and signed by a professional engineer. The City shall then 
review these revised plans for conformity, and if they 
have been properly made, will retain five copies and 
transmit the remaining five copies to the Wayne (bounty 
Department of Public Works for their review and ap¬ 
proval. The Wayne Ck)unty Department of Public Works 
will then transmit the plans to the Michigan Department 
of Health for a construction permit. 

Sanitary Sewer requirements shall include but not be 
limited to the following items: 

1) All existing sewer inverts must be field measured and 
shall be so designated on the plan. 

2) The type of pipe and bedding shall be indicated on the 
profile. 

3) Premium joints shall be used for both concrete and 
vitrified pipe. The type of pipe to be determined for each 
specific case. 

4) The minimum size pipe shall be ten inch for 
residential and twelve inch for an industrial subdivision. 

5) A plan and profile shall be prepared for all sanitary 
sewers. (Manholes shall be numbered in the plan and 
profile.) 

6) Sanitary Manholes shall be located by dirnension and- 
or coordinates. The size and grade shall be indicated in 
the profile. A minimum velocity of two feet per second 
shall be maintained. 

7) All sanitary sewers shall be stationed in the profile. 

8) Existing or proposed storm sewers crossing or 
parallel to the proposed sanitary sewer shall be indicated 
by dashed lines in the profile. Two feet of clearance should 
be provided between utilities where they cross. 

9) A special detail indicating special provisions for a 
crossing will be provided in the event two feet of clearance 
cannot be maintained. Show elevations of all utilities 
where they cross. 

10) The stationing and elevation at the property line of 
lot to be served shall be indicated for all proposed six inch 
house connection leads. 

The plans shall indicate: 

1) All work will conform to the current standards and 
specifications of the Gty of Romidus. 

2) All sanitary sewers will be reviewed by closed circuit 
television prior to acceptance by the City of Romulus. 

3) The maximum infiltration will not exceed 250 gallons 
per inch diameter per mile of sewer per 24 hours between 
Manhole runs. 

4) No surface water, sub-surface water, roof conductors 
or footing drains will be permitted to discharge into the 
sanitary sewer. 

Section 803 
STORM SEWERS 

For Gty approval of storm sewer systems the applicant 
shall furnish to the Department of Public Works three sets 
of storm sewer plans including the general plan for the 
system on which he desires approval. Detailed storm 
sewer design computations and the drainage area man 
indicating the various areas going into the points of inlet 
shall be provided. The Department of Public Works shall 
review the plans for conformity to the Gty standards, 
after which they will return one of the three sets or a letter 
with appropriate comments to the applicant. The ap¬ 


plicant, after making any requested changes, shall then 
resubmit five sets of plans to the City. The City shall then 
review these revised plans for conformity and if they have 
been properly made, will retain four copies for the City’s 
record, and return one approved copy to the applicant. In 
the event that a County Drain is involved in the sub¬ 
division drainage system, the applicant shall obtain ap¬ 
proval of these plans from the Wayne Ck)unty Drain 
(^mmissioner. The City shall be furnished proof of the 
approval by the Wayne County Drain Comm.issioner. 
Storm sewer requirements shall include but not be limited 
to the following items: 

1) Storm drainage systems within the development 
shall be designed for a minimum ten year storm. If 
drainage courses are involved in the development which 
drain more than two square miles of area upstream from 
the development, flood computations shall be provided as 
required by the Michigan Water Resources Commission. 

2) The consulting engineer shall submit a map outlining 
the various areas which drain to the points of inlet used for 
design together with the storm sewer design com¬ 
putations. 

3) The hydraulic ^adient shall be placed on the profile 
where the gradient is above the top of the pipe and shall be 
a minimum of two feet below the top of all inlet structures. 

4) Sufficient capacity shall be provided in the storm 
sewer system to take fully developed (fully paved and 
sewered) upstream drainage into the system. 

5) The maximum distance between storm sewer 
manholes shall not exceed 300 feet for pipe under 30 in¬ 
ches, every 400 feet for 36 inches and every 600 feet for 
diameters over 36 inches. 

6) The profile for the storm sewer shall indicate the 
length of run, size, type (pipe class), slope of sewer and 
the pipe bedding between each manhole. Indicate top of 
casting elevations. Where possible, the slope of the sewers 
shall provide a minimum velocity of 2.5 feet per second. 
Limits of sand backfill shall be shown on the profile. 

7) Where possible the minimum cover over the storm 
sewer shall be 4.0 feet. 

8) All catch basin leads shall be a minimum size of 
twelve inch diameter and shall be A.S.T.M. C-76 Gass IV. 

9) Catch basins shall be located as follows: 

a. Five feet away from the end of radius. 

b. At all low points. 

c. No more than 150 feet of street drainage will be 
allowed to flow around a comer. 

d. A relief basin will be required at the highest end of 
radius where drainage is required to cross an in¬ 
tersection, longitudinally. 

e. At intermediate points along the street a maximum 
distance drainage will be allowed to flow is 600 feet. The 
maximum street drainage into a basin is 800 feet (from 
two directions). 

f. Where longitudinal grade exceeds 1000 feet a double 
inlet structure will be required at the low point. 

g. Headwalls will be required where storm sewers or 
culverts enter open ditches or County Drains 

10) When County Drains or open ditches are used as a 
part of the storm sewer system the minimum treatment of 
the banks shall be sod and side slopes shall not exceed one 
on four. If steeper side slopes are necessary special 
treatment will be required. 

All bends or angle points in the drainage ditches shall be 
protected with horizontally placed grouted rip-rap. 

11) Storm sewer in easements will normally not be 
allowed. Place all storm sewers within road or street 
rights-of-way where possible. 

12) Direct taps into storm sewers will be allowed in 
storm sewers 48 inches and larger. 

13) Manholes will be required at all angle points and 
opposite catch basins or storm sewers 42 inches and 
smaller. 

14) If off-site storm sewers are a part of this project, 
work will commence at the outlet and work within the site 
shall not start until the off-site storm has been installed to 
within the limits of the project. 

SECTION 804 
PAVING 

For City approval of street paving system the applicant 
shall furnish to the Department of Public Works three sets 
of the paving plans including the general plan for the 
system on which he desires approval. The Department of 
Public Works shall review the plans for conformity to Gty 
standards after which they will return one of the three sets 
or a letter with appropriate comments to the applicant. 
The applicant after making any requested changes shall 
then resubmit five sets of plans with the necessary 
revisions. The City shall then review these revised plans 
for conformity, and if they have been properly revised, 
the City will retain four copies and return one set of the 
approved plans to the applicant. Paving requirements 
shall include but not be limited to the following items: 

1) The following notes pertaining to the paving shall be 
placed on the plans: 

a. All work shall be in accordance with the standards 
and specifications of the Cityof Romulus. 

b. No paving or excavation for paving shall be allowed 
until the sanitary sewers, water mains, storm sewers or 
(^unty Drain cleanout construction has been approved by 
the Gty. 

2) Pavement widths and type of construction: 

a. In general pavement widths shall be as specified in 
Section 502, paragraph 1, entitled Street Pavement. 

b. Pavement depths:

7” plan uniform concrete, 3500 p.s.i. at 28 days. 

Industrial

Major Thorughfare 

In accordance with standards and specifications 
established by the City Engineer or Wayne County Road 
Commission. 

c. All streets shall be curbed with enclosed storm 
drainage system except in industrial subdivisions where 
individual conditions will be considered with the approval 
of the Director of Public Works. 

d. On quarter line streets where half width dedications 
are allowed, a 22 foot wide pavement will be required. A 
construction and grading easement will be required for 
the nondedicated portion. 

e. At major thoroughfares intersections the street 
pavement will be widened to 37 feet for a minimum 
distance of 100 feet. 

4) All streets will have a minimum grade of 0.40 per 
cent. Cul-de-sacs shall have a minimum grade of 0.6 per 
cent in the outside gutter. The maximum allowable grade 
is 4.0 per cent. 

5) A typical cross-section of all pavement widths will be 
shown on the plans. 

6) An expanded plan view (l”-20’) of all intersections, 
cul-de-sacs, eyebrown and special details showing racui, 
jointing, and sufficient elevations t,o indicate the in¬ 
tersection drainage scheme. 

7) A gravel connection shall be provided only as a 
transistion from paved subdivision streets to existing 
gravel streets. 

8) Where subdivision streets intersect with existing 
primary roads, a widening will be required between 
approaches if the distance between center lines is less 
than 250 feet. Q widening on the opposite side of the 
primary road will be required if conditions on the site 
necessitate.

For City approval of the site grading system, the ap¬ 
plicant shall furnish to the Department of Public Words 
iree sets of the site grading plans including the general 
plan for the system on which hedesires approval. The 
Department of Public Works shall review the plans for 
conformity to City standards, after which they will return 
one of the three sets or a letter with appropriate com¬ 
ments to the applicant. The applicant, after making any 
requested changes shall then resubmit five sets of pl^s 
with the necessary revisions. The City shall then review 
these revised plans for conformity, and if they have been 
properly revised, the City will retain four copies and 
return one set of the approved plans to the applicant. Site 
grading requirements shall include but not be limited to 
the following items: 

1) Each subdivision shall contain an internal storm 
drainage system discharging into a natural water course, 
established drain or enclosed storm sewer system. 

2) Surface water from the proposed development will 
not be permitted to flow on to adjacent properites. 

3) In general, proposed perimeter ^ades of each 
subdivision shall be equal to or lower than existing 
elevations of adjacent properties. 

4) Each lot drain from the rear lot line to the street, 
individually, wherever possible utilizing F.H.A. type A lot 
grading with a minimum of one per cent swales. 

5) In the event earth conditions do not permit a drainage 
pattern from the rear lot line to the street, F.H.A. type B 
grading with lots draining from the house to the street and 
from the house to the rear property line may be per¬ 
mitted. 

6) The minimum swale from the house to the front 
property line or proposed sidewalk shall be one per cent; 
and the normal maximum grade shall not exceed five per 
cent. 

7) The minimum grade from the house to the rear of the 
lot shall be one per cent; and the maximum grade shall be 
three per cent. 

8) In the event existing adjacent elevations to perimeter 
lots result in more than three per cent slope from the 
house to the rear property line, the lot will be graded from 
the house toward the rear at a maximum slope of two per 
cent to a point; then the remaining difference in elevation 
shall be at the rate of one foot verticlal to four feet 
horizontal and sodded. The toe of this bank shaU not ex¬ 
tend into the easement proposed along the rear lot line. 

9) The minimum longitudinal slope along the rear lot 
lines shall be 0.60 feet per 100 feet. 

10) Rear yard inlets, without sumps, , shall 
^ be installed at low points and intermediate points as 

required. 

11) The minimum size rear yard inlet lead shall be 
twelve inches. 

12) Each rear yard inlet shall serve no more than 600 
linear feet total of rear yard easement with a maximum of 
300 linear feet in one Erection. 

13) No rear easement drainage shall be carried around 
any easement deflection in excess of 20 degrees. 

14) All rules and regulations of the Romulus Building 
Department for site grading plans are hereby in- 
corpoi:ated with these standards. 

Article IX FEES, CHARGES AND DEPOSITS 

1. At the time of submission of the preliminary plat, and 
prior to consideration or review thereof by the City, the 
proprietor shall deposit a review fee with the Qerk of the 
City, such fee to be computed as follows: 

(a) In the case of a subdivision of one-family lots, 
$300.00 plus $4.25 per lot of acre, whichever is higher; or 

(b) In the case of residential subdivision designed to 
contain at least in part, lots for residential buildings other 
than one-family residencies, $400.00 plus $4.25 per 
dwelling unit or acre, whichever is higher; or 

(c) In the case of a commercial or industrial subdivision 
or any subdivision intended to contain no residential lots, 
$300.00 plus $12.00 per acre of fraction thereof; or 

(d) In the case of a planner unit development or other 
subdivision containing residential and non-residential 
lots, $300.00 plus $4.25 per lot or dwelling unit or acre, 
whichever is highest. 

2. At the time of submission of the final j)lat, the 
proprietor shall deposit with the City fees computed as 
follows: 

(a) A fee of $20.00 as provided in Section 241 of Act 288, 
Public Acts of Michigan of 1967, or such other amount as 
may hereafter be provided by statute; and 

(b) Such fees and charges for water and sewer con¬ 
nections, inspection fees, fee for special meetings of 
governmental agencies, engineering fees for field work on 
site, and other official fees and charges as may be 
established by ordinance or resolution of the City of 
Romulus; and 

(c) Such fees, charges or deposits as may be required 
pursuant to Section 125, 182, 188, or 192 of Act 288 Public 
Acts of Michigan of 1%7. 

Article X. LOT SPLITTING 

1. Submittal and Review: Any person desiring a lot split 
within a platted area shall submit to the City Assessor 
written application for to splitting, and five (5) copies of 
the lot split. In addition he shall deposit the necessary fees 
as provided in Article IX of this Ordinance. 

2. Duties of City Assessor: The City Assessor shall 
review the proposed lot split to determine its compliance 
with the applicable City Ordinances, and with Act 288, 
Public Acts, 1967. If the resultant split is in conformance 
with these conditions, the City Assessor shall have the 
authority to authorize the requested lot splits. 

3. Taxes: No lot shall be split until all taxes and special 
assessments have been paid. A receipt of payment must 
be submitted with the proposed lot split plan. 

Article XI. PENALTY 

Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of 
these regulations, whether such person be the owner or 
agent of the owner of the property shall be fined not to 
exceed the sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars, and the 
wst of the prosecution or by imprisonment for not more 
man ninety (90) days, or both, at the discretion of the 
Court. 

Each day such violation shall exist shall constitute a 
septate offense. Furthermore, all persons shall be 
subject to the penalties set forth in Section 264 of the 
Subdivision Control Act of 1967, Act. No. 288, P.A. 1967 

Article XII. VALIDITY 

Should any section, clause or provision of these 
regulations be declared by the courts to be invalid, the 
same shall not affect the validity of these regulations as a 
whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so declared 
to be invalid. 

Article XIII. EFFECTTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance shall be effective immediatey upon its 
publication.

Township of Van Buren 
County of Wayne, Michigan 

Minutes of a regular Meeting of the Township Board of 
the Township of Van Buren, County of Wayne, Michigan, 
held at the Township Hall on the 10th day of August, 1971, 
at 8:00 o’clock p.m.. Eastern Standard Time. 

PRESENT: Trustees Supervisor Gollwitzer, Treasurer 
Birk, Trustees: Blend, Cullin, Hogan and Maton. 
ABSENT: Trustees Clerk Payne. 

The following preamble and resolution were offered by 
Trustee Blend and supported by Trustee Maton: 

WHEREAS, there exists an imperative need to acquire 
in the Township of Van Buren, as a part of the Wayne 
County Metropolitan Water Supply System, water ex¬ 
tensions and improvements as hereinafter in the contract 
more particularly set forth; and 
WHEREAS, preliminary plans and estimate of cost of 
said improvements have been prepared by Morris Levine 
& Associates, consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan, 
which said preliminary plans and estimate of cost have 
been reviewed by this Board; and 
WHEREAS, this Board has determined that it is 
necessary for the public health to acquire said water 
extensions and improvements in accordance with said 
preliminary plans and estimate of cost; and 
WHEREAS, Sections 5a, 5b and 5c of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, authorizes the 
execution of contracts between municipal units and the 
proper county agency providing for the acquisition, 
construction and financing of water improvements; and 
WHEREAS, the County of Wayne, acting by and 
through its Board of Supervisors, and in accordance with 
Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, by 
resolution adopted by majority vote of its Board of 
Supervisors on October 9, 1939, authorized and directed 
that there be established a system of water improvements 
and services to be known as the Wayne County 
Metropolitan Water Supply System, and did designate the 
Board of County Road Commissioners of the County of 
Wayne, as the agency for the County, to acquire, operate, 
maintain and improve the System with all the powers and 
duties conferred upon such agency by statute; and 
WHEREAS, this Board determines it to be in the best 
interest of the Township to acquire said water extensions 
and improvements and to finance the cost thereof in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of Sectons 5a, 5b and 5c of 
Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended; and 
WHEREAS, a contract between the Township of Van 
Buren and the Board of County Road Commissioners of 
the County of Wayne, providing for the acquisition, 
construction and financing of said water extensions and 
improvements, and such matters as are deemed 
necessary thereto, has been prepared; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 

1. The Township Board of the Township of Van Buren 
hereby determines it to be necessary for the public health 
and safety to acquire the water extensions and im¬ 
provements set forth in the contract herein included as a 
part of this resolution. 

2. This Board deems it to be in the best interest of the 
Township to finance the cost of such improvements in 
accordance with the provisions of Sections 5a, 5b and 5c of 
Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended. 

3. The Township Board hereby approves the 
preliminary plans and estimates of cost of said im¬ 
provements prepared by Morris Levine & Associates, 
consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan. 

4. The Township Board does hereby approve the 
following contract for the acquisition, construction and 
financing of water extensions and improvements: 

CONTRACT 

THIS CONTRACT, made and entered into this 10 day of 
August, A.D., 1971, by and between the BOARD OF 
county road commissioners of the county 
OF WAYNE, Michigan, a public body corporate, acting 
for and on behalf of the County of Wayne, Michigan, party 
of the first part, hereinafter referred to as the “BOARD”, 
and the TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Wayne, State of Michigan, 
hereinafter referred to as the “TOWNSHIP,” 
WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the County of Wayne, Michigan, by 
resolution of its Board of Supervisors duly adopted on 
October 9, 1939, adopted the provisions of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, and pursuant to said 
resolution and to a prior resolution adopted on October 18, 
1938, the BOARD, as the duly designated agency of the 
County, has constructed an extensive system of water 
distribution mains, extensions, storage tanks and other 
distribution equipment and facilities in connection 
therewith, through which it has been receiving water 
purchased by contract from the Water Supply System of 
the City of Detroit, transporting it through said mains and 
lines, and selling it to various cities, villages and town¬ 
ships in the County of Wayne, pursuant to contracts with 
said governmental units; said water distribution mains 
and facilities being designated as the Wayne County 
Metropolitan Water Supply System (hereinafter, for 
brevity, referred to as the “County System”); and 
WHEREAS, the BOARD and the City of Detroit, by its 
Board of Water Commissioners, have under date of 
August 3, 1959, entered into a contract and agreement 
whereby in the interests of unified management and 
operation of all v/ater supply and distribution facilities in 
the Detroit Metropolitan Area, the management and 
operation of the (Ounty System has been taken over by the 
Board of Water Commissioners of the City of Detroit, the 
BOARD, however, retaining jurisdiction over the County 
System for the purpose of financing necessary im¬ 
provements and extensions threto under the provisions of 
Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended. That 
said contract and agreement was duly approved by the 
Board of Supervisors of the County of Wayne and the 
Ckimmon (Council of the City of Detroit. The water through 
the supply mains of the County System is now supplied 
throu^ contract by user municipdities directly with the 
aty of Detroit, by its Board of Water Clommissioners, 
rather than by contract with the BOARD as was formerly 
the case, although title to the County System remains with 
the BOARD as the agency of the County ; and 
WHEREAS, the TOWNSHIP and the City of Detroit, by 
its Board of Water CJommissioners, have on November 18, 
1962, entered into a contract, as later amended, for the 
supplying of water from the Water Supply System of the 
City of Detroit to the TOWNSHIP through the mains and 
facilities of the C!ounty System, which contract assures an 
adequate supply of water for a period of not less than forty 
(40) years from the date thereof; and 
WHEREAS, Sections 5a, 5b and 5c of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, povide an additional 
and alternative method of financing water improvements 
authorized by said Act independent of other means 
provided in said Act, by the an adequate supply of water 
for a period of 

WHEREAS, Sections 5a ,5b and 5c of Act 342, Public Acts 
of Michigan, 1939, as amended, provide an additional and 
alternative method of financing water improvements 
authorized by said Act independent of other means 
provided in said Act, by the terms of which the BOARD 
and the TOWNSHIP are authorized to contract for the 
acquisition, construction and financing of necessary 
water improvements as authorized by said Act, and the 
(bounty, pursuant to appropriate action by its Board of 
C!ommissioners, is then authorized to issue bonds to 
provide funds therefor, secured primarily by the con¬ 
tractual pledge of the full faith and credit of the TOWN¬ 
SHIP and secondarily by the full faith and credit plege of 
the COUNTY, if authorized by resolution of its l^ard of 
(Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the authorization provided in 
said Act 342 and the above referred to resolution, the 
(County of Wayne, through the BOARD as its duly 


designated agency, and pursuant to contract with the 
TOWNSHIP has heretofore constructed certain im¬ 
provements and additions to the (County System located in 
the TOWNSHIP, which improvements were and are 
vitally necessary to preserve and protect the public 
health, and which said improvements and additions were 
financed by the issuance of four series of bonds, 
designated, respectively, “Wayne (Cdunty Metropolit^ 
Water Supply System Bonds (Van Buren Township 
Section), Series 1,” dated as of June 1, 1962, in the 
aggregate principal amount of $750,(X)0.00; “Wayne 
(County Metropolitan Water Supply System Bonds 
Buren Township Section), Series II,” dated June 1,1962, in 
the aggregate principal amount of $1,000,(X)0.(X); “Wayne 
County Metropolitan Water Supply System Bonds (Van 
Buren Township Section), Series III,” dated January 1, 
1968, in the aggregate principal amount of $875,000.00; and 
“Wayne County Metrojwlitan Water Supply System Bonds 
(Van Buren Township Section), Series IV,” dated 
December 1, 1969, in the aggregate principal amount of 
$1,000,000.00, which said bonds were secured and payable 
primarily out of contract payments pledged by the 
TOWNSHIP, and secondarily by appropriate guaranties 
of the County of Wayne, all is authorized by the provisions 
of said Act 342; and 

WHEREAS, to preserve and protect the public health, 
safety and welfare of the present and future residents of 
the TOWNSHIP, which in turn will be for the benefit of the 
general health, safety and welfare of the entire County of 
Wayne, there exists an imperative and urgent need for 
additional water distribution mains and appurtenances in 
the TOWNSHIP to make available to its citizens and 
residents an adequate supply of filtered water, which said 
additional water distribution mains are generally 
described and located as set forth in Exhibit A attached to 
this contract and made a part hereof ; and 
WHEREAS, a blueprint plan showing in detail said 
water improvement is on file in the offices of the BOARD ; 
and 

WHEREAS, the BOARD has caused plans, 
specifications and estimates of cost of said proposed 
additional water distribution mains and facilities to be 
prepared by Morris Levine & Associates, consulting 
engineers of Detroit, Michigan (hereinafter in this con¬ 
tract referred to as the “consulting engineers”), which 
estimates of cost, including contingencies, engineeering, 
legal and financing expenses, is in the sum of Three 
Hundred Sixty Thousand ($360,000.00) Dollars (which said 
estimate of cost is hereinafter referred to in this contract 
as “estimated cost”); and 

WHEREAS, the execution of this contract has been 
authorized by resolution of the Township Board of the 
TOWNSHIP adopted on August 10, 1971, which said 
resolution has been published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the TOWNSHIP, and more than thirty (30) 
days have elapsed since such publication and no petition 
for referendum concerning said resolution or this contract 
has been filed with the Township Clerk of the TOWNSHIP; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises 
and the covenants of each other, the parties hereto agree 
as follows: 

1. The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP hereby approve and 
confirm the additional water distribution mains and 
appurtenances to be acquired and constructed in the 
manner provided by and pursuant to this contract. The 
BOARD and the TOWNSHIP further hereby approve and 
confirm the preliminary plans for said additional water 
distribution mains and appurtenances prepared by the 
consulting engineers and the estimated cost as set forth in 
the preamble hereto. The acquisition and construction of 
such additional water distribution mains and ap¬ 
purtenances herein approved are hereinafter in this 
contract referred to as PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. 

2. The PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and the estim^ited 
cost thereof in the sum of $360,0(X).00 as set forth in the 
preamble to this contract, include all surveys, plans, 
specifications, acquisition of property for rights-of-way, 
including consequential and abuttal damages, if any, and 
interest on awards, physical construction necessary to 
acquire and construct the water improvements approved 
and confirmed in Section 1 of this contract, the acquisition 
of all materials necessary to acquire and construct said 
water improvements, engineering, supervision, ad¬ 
ministrative, legal and financing expenses necessary in 
connection with the acquisition and construction of said 
water improvements and the financing thereof, and 
capitalized interest on the bonds to be issued for a period 
of twelve (12) months. 

3. The TOWNSHIP shall acquire all necessary property 
for rights-of-way for the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, 
and consents and agrees to the use of any of its lands and 
public property for such PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. 

4. The BOARD will acquire and construct the additional 
water distribution mains and appurtenances approved 
and confirmed in Section 1 pf this contract and for that 
purpose will take bids for the acquisition and construction 
of such improvements prior to the time that any bonds are 
issued for the purpose of financing the cost of said im¬ 
provements. The BOARD shall in no event enter into any 
final contract or contracts for the construction and 
acquisition of said improvements where such contract 
price or prices will be such as to cause the actual total cost 
of the PROJE(T TO BE FINANCED to exceed the 
estimated cost, as set forth in the preamble to this con¬ 
tract, unless the TOWNSHIP by resolution of its Township 
Board, approves such increased total cost and agrees to 
pay the excess over the estimated cost, either in cash, or 
by specifically authorizing the maximum principal 
amount of bonds to be issued as provided in Sections 6 and 
7 of this contract, to be increased to an amount which will 
provide sufficient funds to meet said increased total cost, 
and a similar increase in the installment obligations of the 
TOWNSHIP pledged under the terms of this contract to 
me payment ot such bonds. The additional water im¬ 
provements shall be acquired and constructed by the 
BOARD in accordance with the plans and specifications 
therefor based on preliminary plans approved by this 
contract: Provided, However, that minor variations from 
said plans and specifications may be made without the 
approval of the TOWNSHIP if such variations shall not 
materially affect said plans and specifications. All 
matters relating to engineering plans and specifications, 
together with the making and letting of final construction 
contracts, as well as inspection, construction supervision 
and approval of work and materials for the water im¬ 
provements specified in Exhibit A of this contract shall 
be in the exclusive control of the BOARD. 

5. Upon completion of the additional water im¬ 
provements specified in Exhibit A of this contract, the 
TOWNSHIP shall operate and maintain said im¬ 
provements for and on behalf of the BOARD, at its sole 
expense. The TOWNSHIP shall be obligated to continue to 
pay for all water furnished pursuant to the provisions of 
the water supply contract with the City of Detroit referred 
to in the preamble hereof. The TOWNSHIP shall have all 
the rights specified in either Act 342, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1939, as amended, or Act 94, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1933, as amended, or any other applicable law, 
relative to making charges or rates to users of said ad¬ 
ditional water improvements. 

6. To carry out and accomplish the PROJE(T TO BE 
FINANCED, in accordance with the provisions of Act 342 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, the BOARD 
shall take the following steps: 

(a) The BOARD shall immediately take all steps 
necessary to take bids for and enter into and execute 
final construction contracts for the acquisition and 
construction of the additional water improvements 
specified in Exhibit A of this contract in accordance 
with the plans and specifications therefor based on the 
preliminary plans as approved by this contract. Said 
final construction contracts shall specify a completion 
date of the additional water improvements. 

(b) The BOARD will require and procure from the 


contractor or contractors undertaking the actual 
construction and acquisition of the additional water 
improvements, necessary and proper bonds to 
guarantee the performance of the construction 
contract or contracts, and such labor and material 
bonds as may be required by law, in such amount and 
such forms as may be approved by the BOARD. 

(c) The BOARD will submit to the Board of Com¬ 
missioners of the County of Wayne as ordinance or 
resolution providing for the issuance of bonds in the 
aggregate principal amount of Three Hundred Sixty 
Thousand ($360,000.00) Dollars (representing the 
present estimated cost of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED), said bonds to mature serially, as 
authorized by law, and to be issued in anticipation of 
the installment payments to be made by the 
TOWNSHIP as hereinafter provided in this contract, 
and to be secured primarily by the contractual 
obligation of the TOWNSHIP to pay the installments 
due, plus interest, as hereinafter provided in this 
contract, and secondarily, if approved by a majority 
of the members-elect of the Board of Commissioners, 
by the full faith and credit of the County of Wayne. 
Aiter due adoption of the bond ordinances or 
resolution, the BOARD will take all legal procedures 
and steps necessary to effectuate the sale and 
delivery of said bonds. 

(d) The BOARD, upon receipt of the proceeds of sale 
of the bonds, will comply with all provisions and 
requirements provided for in the ordinance or 
resolution authorizing issuance of the bonds and this 
contract relative to the disposition and use of the 
proceeds of sale of the bonds. 

7. The cost of the water improvements, referred to in 
the preamble to this contract, and specified in Exhibit A, 
shall be charged to and paid by the TOWNSHIP to the 
BOARD in the manner and at the times herein set forth. 
The cost of (presently estimated at $360,000.00) shall 
be paid to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, in 
annual principal installments, plus interest and other 
expenses as hereinafter provided. The principal in¬ 
stallments shall be as specified in Exhibit B (or any 
revision thereof made pursuant to paragraphs 8 or 9 of 
this contract) attached to this contract and made a part 
hereof by reference. 

It is understood and agreed that the bonds of the (bounty 
hereinbefore referred to will be issued, in anticipation of 
the payment of the annual installments herein provided, 
and as set forth in Exhibit B, with principal maturities on 
May 1st of each year, commencing with the year 1975, 
eaual to the principal amount of the annual installments 
due on the preceding April 1st of such year, and bearing 
interest at the rate or rates determined on public sale 
thereof, payable on May 1st and November 1st of each 
year. 

It is further understood and agreed that the TOWNSHIP 
shall also pay to the BOARD, as the agency of the County, 
in addition to the principal installments as specified in 
Exhibit B, on April 1st and October 1st of each year, as 
accrued interest on the principal installments remaining 
unpaid, an amount sufficient to pay all interests not 
capitalized due on the next succeeding interest payment 
date (May 1st and November 1st, respectively), on said 
(^unty bonds irom nme lo iime outstanding. From time 
to time as the BOARD is billed by the paying agent or 
agents for the County bonds to be issued for their services 
as paying agent, or registering bonds, and as other costs 
and expenses accrue to the BOARD from handling of the 
payments made by the TOWNSHIP, the BOARD shall 
notify the TOWNSHIP of the amount of such paying 
agency fees and other costs and expenses, and the 
I' TOWNSHIP shall, within thirty (30) days from such 
notification, remit to BOARD sufficient funds to meet 
such paying agency fees and other costs and expenses. 

The BOARD shall, within thirty (30) days after the 
delivery of the County bonds hereinbefore referred to, 
furnish the TOWNSHIP with a complete schedule of said 
installments, and the interest thereon due on the dates 
above set forth, and shall also, at least thirty (30) days 
prior to the due date of any such installment of principal 
and linterest, interest, advise the TOWNSHIP, in writing, 
of the exact amount due on said date. The failure to give 
such notice shall not, however, excuse the TOWNSHIP 
from making its required payments when due under the 
provisions hereof. 

If any installment payment as herein provided is not 
paid when due, the amount so not paid shall be subject to a 
penalty, in addition to interest, of one-half of one per cent 
(1/^ of 1 percent) thereof for each month or fraction thereof 
that the same remains unpaid after the due date. 

8. If the proceeds of sale of the original County bonds 
authorized by this contract are for any reason insufficient 
to complete the acquisition and construction of the 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED in accordance with the 
plans and specifications therefor, the BOARD shall, if 
necessary, submit to the Board of Commissioners of 
Wayne County a resolution providing for the issuance and 
sale of additional County bonds in an amount necessary to 
provide sufficient funds to complete the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, in which event the duties and obligations of 
the BOARD and the TOWNSHIP as expressed and set 
forth in this contract shall be applicable to such additional 
issue of bonds as well as the original issue, it being at all 
times fully recognized and agreed that the payments to be 
made by the TOWNSHIP in the manner specified in 
paragraph 7 of this contract shall be based upon the cost of 
the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. Any such additional 
bonds shall mature serially on May 1st, and the in¬ 
stallment maturing on the April 1st preceding said May 
1st, as shown by Exhibit B, shall be increased by the 
principal amount of such additional bonds maturing on 
said May 1st. All the provisions of paragraph 7 of this 
contract shall be applicable to said increased amounts. 
Immediately upon the issuance of such additional bonds, 
the BOARD shall furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a 
document entitled “Revised Exhibit B” specifying the 
new schedule of installments, increased as herein 
authorized, which shall be substituted and take the place 
of the present Exhibit B and the installment therein 
specified. 

9. In the event, by reason of favorable construction bids 
received or otherwise, it is not necessary to issue the 
Cbunty bonds in the full amount of $360,000.00 based upon 
the present estimated cost, but such bonds are authorized 
and issued in such lesser principal amount as may be 
necessary to pay the local share of the cost of the 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, the installment payments 
of the TOWNSHIP as provided in paragraph 7 and Exhibit 
B of this contract shall be reduced so that the installment 
payment due on April 1st of each year shall correspond to 
the reduced principal amount of the bonds maturing on 
the next succeeding May 1st. All the provisions of 
paragraph 7 of this contract shall be applicable to said 
reduced installments, the same as though such in¬ 
stallments were originally in said reduced amounts. In 
such event the BOARD shall furnish and supply the 
TOWNSHIP a new Exhibit B specifying the new schedule 
of installments, reduced as herein authorized, which shall 
be substituted and take the place of the present Exhibit B 
and the installments therein specified. 

It is fully understood and agreed by the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP that the principal amount of the annual in¬ 
stallments, as specified in Exhibit B and due on April 1st 
of each year, shall at all times correspond to the principal 
amount of the bonds due on the following May 1st. 

10. The TOWNSHIP, pursuant to the authorization of 
Section 5a of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as 
amended, irrevocably pledges its full faith and credit for 
the prompt and timely payment of its obligations ex¬ 
pressed in this contract, and, except as hereafter 
provided, shall each year, commencing with the year 
1972, levy an ad volorem tax on all the taxable property in 
the TOWNSHIP in an amount which, taking into con¬ 
sideration estimated delinquencies in tax collections, will 


be sufficient to pay its obligations under this contract 
becoming due before the time of the following year’s tax 
collections. Such annual levies, by virtue of the 
authorization of Section 6, Article IX, of the Michigan 
Ckinstitution of 1%3, shall be without limitation as to rate 
or amount, being for the purpose of providing funds to 
meet the contractual obligations of the TOWNSHIP, in 
anticipation of which the (bounty bonds, hereinbefore 
referred to, are issued. Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to prevent the TOWNSHIP^from using any, or 
any combination of, the means and fnethods provided in 
Section 5a of said Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939; 
as now or hereafter amended, for the purpose of providing 
funds to meet its obligations under this contract, and if, at 
the time of making the annual tax levy there shall be other 
funds on hand earmarked and set aside for the payment of 
the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax 
collection period, then such annual tax levy may be 
reduced by such amount, or if sufficient of such funds are 
soon hand and earmarked to provide for the full payment 
of the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax 
collection period, then no tax levy need be made for such 
year. 

11. The TOWNSHIP may pay in advance any of the 
payments required to be made by this contract, in which 
event the BOARD shall credit the TOWNSHIP with such 
advance payment on future due payments to the extent of 
such advance payment. 

12. The TOWNSHIP may pay additional moneys over 
and above any of the payments specified in this contract 
with the written request that said additional funds be used 
to call bonds for r^emption prior to maturity, in which 
event the BOARD shall be obligated to apply and use said 
moneys for such purpose. Such moneys shall not then be 
credited as advance payments under the provisions of 
Section 11 of this contract. 

13. In the event the TOWNSHIP shall fail for any reason 
to pay to the BOARD at the times specified, the amounts 
required to be paid by the provisions of this contract, the 
BOARD shall immediately notify, in writing, both the 
(bounty Treasurer of the Oiunty of Wayne and the 
Township Treasurer of such default and the amount 
thereof, and if such default is not corrected within ten (10) 
days after such notification, the County Treas- 
uer or other official charged with disbursement to the 
TOWNSHIP of funds derived from the State sales tax levy 
under the law, and payable to the TOWNSHIP pursuant to 
Section 10, Article IX, of the Michigan CJonstitution of 1963, 
is by these presents specifically authorized by the 
TOWNSHIP to withhold funds to the maximum amount 
necessary to cure said deficit, derived from such sales tax 
levy and returnable to the TOWNSHIP, and to pay said 
sums so withheld to the BOARD to apply on the 
obligations of the TOWNSHIP as herein set fourth. Any 
such moneys so withheld and paid shall be considered to 
have been returned to the TOVWSHIP within the meaning 
of the Michigan (institution of 1%3, the purpose of the 
provision being solely to voluntarily authorize the use of 
said funds owing to the TOWNSHIP to meet past due 
obligations of the TOWNSHIP due under the provisions of 
this contract. In addition to the foregoing, the BOARD 
shall have all other rights and remedies provided by law 
to enforce the obligation of the TOWNSHIP to make its 
payments in the manner and at the times required by this 
contract. 

14. It is specifically recognized by the TOWNSHIP that 
the payments required to be made by it pursuant to the 
terms of Section 7 of this contract are to be pledged for 
and used to pay the principal of an interest on the bonds 
to be issued by the County, as provided by this contract 
and authorized by law, and the TOWNSHIP convenants 
and agrees that it will make its required payments to the 
BOARD promptly and at the times herein specified; 
without regard to whether the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED is actually completed or placed in operation. 

15. Nothing herein contained shall in any way be con¬ 
strued to prevent additional financing under the 
provisions of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as 
amended, or any other law, for the purpose of con¬ 
structing all or any portion of additional necessary water 
improvements. 

16. After completion of the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED and payment of all costs thereof, any surplus 
remaining from the proceeds of sale of bonds shall be used 
by the BOARD for either of the following purposes at the 
option of, and upon request made by resolution of, the 
Township Board of the TOWNSHIP, to wit: (a) for ad¬ 
ditional water improvements in the TOWNSHIP, subject 
to approval of the BOARD, or (b) credited by the BOARD 
towards the next payments due the BOARD by the 
TOWNSHIP hereunder. 

17. All contracts for connection to the water im¬ 
provements, whether such connections are made during 
construction or after the water improvements are placed 
in operation, shall be made by the TOWNSHIP. The actual 
costs of such connections shall be paid by the TOWNSHIP 
except to the extent that the costs of such connections are 
included in the cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINAN(]ED. 

18. The obligations and undertakings of each of the 
parties to this contract shall be conditioned on the suc¬ 
cessful issuance and sale of bonds pursuant to Act 342, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, and, if for any 
reason whatsoever said bonds are not issued and sold 
within three years from the date of this contract, this 
contract, except for payment of preliminary e}^enses and 
ownership of engineering data, shall be considered void 
and of no Wee and effect. In the event that said bonds are 
not issued and sold, all preliminary legal and engineering 
costs shall be paid by the TOWNSHIP and the TOWNSHIP 
shall have ownership, possession and use of all plans and 
specifications, surveys and other engineering data and 
materials prepared. 

19. The water improvements acquired and constructed 
in accordance with the provisions of this contract shall be 
a part of the County System. The TOWNSHIP shall at all 
times maintain the water improvements to be acquired 
and constructed hereunder at its own expense for and on 
behalf of the BOARD. If at any time during the term of 
this contract the TOWNSHIP refuses or neglects to 
properly repair or maintain any of the facilities required 
to be maintained by it hereunder, the BOARD shall in 
writing order the TOW^NSHIP to perform all necessary 
items of repair and maintenance and, in case of non- 
compliance with such order within thirty (30) days, the 
BOARD may proceed with such work and the TOWNSHIP 
agrees to reimburse the BOARD for any expenses in¬ 
curred thereby. 

20. The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP each recognize 
that the holders from time to time of the bonds issued by 
the County under the provisions of Section 5c of Act 342, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, to finance the 
cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED, will have 
contractual rights in this contract and it is, therefore, 
convenated and agreed by each of them that so long as 
any of said bonds shall remain outstanding and unpaid, 
the provisions of this contract shall not be subject to any 
alteration or revision which would in any manner 
materially affect either the security of the bonds or the 
prompt payment of principal or interest thereon. The 
TOWNSHIP and the BOARD further conveant and agree 
that they will each comply with their respective duties 
and obligations under the terms of this contract promptly 
at the times and in the manner herein set forth, and will 
not suffer to be done any act which would in any way 
impair the said bonds, the secui'ity therefor, or the prompt 
payment of principal and interest thereon. It is hereby 
declared that the terms of this contract, insofar as they 
pertain to the security of any such bonds, shall be deemed 
to be for the benefit of the holders of said bonds. 

21. This contract shall remain in full force and effect for 
a period of forty (40) years from the date hereof, or until 
such lesser time as the bonds issued by the County are

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Crash program starting 
for sewer compliance 


A “crash program” to get 
compliance throughout the 
city to provisions of Romulus’ 
Sewer and Water Ordinance 
has been ordered and ap¬ 
proved by Romulus City 
Council. 

A request for immediate 
and strict enforcement of all 
current city ordinances, 
especially the tap-ins to the 
city’s sanitary sewer system, 
made by Council President 
Jimmie Raspberry brought 
instant approval of his council 
colleagues. 

Department ofPublic Works 
Director William Pritula was 
ordered to immediately 
initiate the crash program in 


areas where residents have 
failed or neglected to tap-in 
with the city’s sewer system. 

In making his report to 
council last week. Raspberry 
said ; 

“My phone has been ringing 
quite frequently during the 
hours of 4 to 11 p.m. People 
complained about stray dogs, 
abandoned cars, litter and 
about sewers, l^me of the 
conditions around our com¬ 
munity are worse than town¬ 
ship government days. 
(Raspberry was a member of 
the old township board). 

“As council chairman I do 
receive many, many calls. 
One of the most frequent calls

is about the sewer system. I 
think that residents who have 
not tap in with the sewer 
system begiven a court 
summons. 

“The,board of health has 
issued orders that sewer tap- 
ins must be made. It is a 
matter of health. The septic 
tank is outmoded. 

'Where the sewer is 
available the residents are 
required to tap-in as soon as 
possible. They have received 
ample time to do this. The 
ordinance should be enforced 
against those who have failed 
to tap-in our sewer system. 
This should apply to all 
whether they are elected 
officials or not. 

“I am sick about being 
accused of not doing 
something about it. I am just 


one member of the council.” 

Pritula announced that he 
has started a compliance 
program. He said that notices 
have been sent out to residents 
informing them that they were 
sent an earlier notice that 
sewer and water facilities had 
been extended in their areas 
and that they are required to 
connect to the sewer and 
water system within 90 days. 

The new notices remind the 
resident that he has not 
complied with the 90-day 
notice and is in violation of the 
ordinance. 

The residents who have 
been found in violation are 
again being told to take im¬ 
mediate steps to effectuate 
connection to the city’s sewer 
system or face court action.

Mahalak garbage bill 
signed by governor 


A bill introduced by state 
representative Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus to 
tighten state control over 
garbage and refuse 
management systems has 
been signed into law by the 
governor. 

The bill’s earlier over¬ 
whelming approval in the 
house was followed by 28 to 2 
passage in the senate. Some 
minor amendments added in 
the senate were accepted by 
the house. 

Final approval of the bill 
followed more than two years 
of work by Mahalak. “There is 
a definite need for this 
legislation,” Mahalak said. 
“It is vital to the health and 
welfare of Michigan citizens. 
As our population has steadily 
increased, so has the amount 
of solid wastes which must be 
collected, hauled away and 
disposed of. The problem has 
become acute, particularly in 
our cities and suburbs. We 
must have greater state 
controls over the collection 
and disposal of these wastes in 
order to prevent serious 
pollution and public health 
problems.” 

The bill strengthens a 1965 
law, also sponsored by 
Mahalak, which regulates 
garbage and refuse dumps. 
“This latest legislation carries 
the 1%5 law still further by 
placing stricter controls over 
the collection and hauling of 
garbage and refuse,” 
Mahalak noted. 

The bill requires the 
licensing of truckers who 
collect and haul solid wastes 
and sets a number of stan¬ 
dards for collection and 
transport. These include 
requirements that the trucks 
be built im such way that they 
will not leak or spill and that 
they be maintain^ in a clean 
and sanitary manner and be 
as free of odor as possible. 

Mahalak said he has had a 
large number of complaints 
from citizens having to follow 
the large refuse hauling 
trucks. The measure would 
correct a lot of these com¬ 
plaints. 

All refuse trucks will have to 
carry a license seal from the 
state department of mental 
health.

The following preamble and resolution were offered by 
Trustee Hogan and supported by Trustee Treasurer 
BIRK: 

WHEREAS, there exists an imperative need to acquire 
in the Township of Van Buren, as a part of the Wayne 
County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 
System, additional sewer improvements as hereinafter in 
the contract more particulary set forth; and 
WHEREAS, plans and estimate of cost of said im¬ 
provements have been prepared by Morris Levine and 
Associates, consulting engineers of Detroit, Michigan, 
which said plans and estimate of cost have been reviewed 
by this Board; and 

WHEREAS, this Board has determined, and does 
hereby reaffirm, that it is necessary for the public health 
to acquire said sewer improvements in accordance with 
said plans and estimate of cost; and 
WHEREAS, Sections 5a, 5b and 5c of Act 342, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, authorize the 
execution of contracts between municipal units and the 
proper county agency providing for the acquisition, 
construction and financing of sewer improvements; and 
WHEREAS, the County of Wayne, acting by and 
through its Board of Supervisors, and in accordance with 
Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, by 
resolution adopted by majority vote of its Board of 
Supervisors on October 9. 1939, and by Ordinance No. 200 
duly adopted on September 29, 1952, authorized and 
directed that there be established a system of sewage 
disposal improvements and services, to be known as 
“Wayne County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage 
Disposal System,” and did designate the Board of County 
Road Commissioners of the County of Wayne, as the 
agency of the County, to acquire, operate, maintain and 
improve the System, with all the powers and duties 
conferred upon such agency by statute; and 
WHEREAS, this Board determines it to be in the best 
interest of the Township to acquire said sewer im¬ 
provements and to finance the cost thereof in accordance 
with the provisions of Sections 5a, 5b and 5c of Act 342 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended; and 
WHEREAS, a contract between the Township of Van 
Buren and the Board of County Road Commissioners of 
the County of Wayne, proviing for the acquisition, 
construction and financing of said sewer improvements 
and such matters as are deemed necessary thereto, has 
been prepared; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 

1. The Township Board of the Township of Van Buren 
hereby determines it to be necessary for the public health 
and safety to acquire the sewer improvements set forth in 
the contract herein included as a part of this resolution. 

2. Tliis Board deems it to be in the best interest of the 
Township to finance the cost of such improvements in 
accordance with the provisions of Sections 5a, 5b and 5c of 
Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended. 

3. The Township Board hereby approves the plans 
and estimate of cost of said improvements prepared by 
Morris Levine and Associates, consulting engineers of 
Detroit, Michigan. 

4. The Township Board does hereby approve the 
following contract for the acquisition, construction and 
financing of said sewer improvements. 

CONTRACT 

THIS CONTRACT, made and entered into this day of 
A.D., 1971, by and between the BOARD OF COUNTY 
ROAD COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF 
WAYNE, Michigan, a public body corporate, acting for 
and on behalf of the County of Wayne, Michigan, party of 
the first part (hereinafter referred to as the “BOARD”), 
and the TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, a municipal cor¬ 
poration in the County of Wayne, State of Michigan, party 
of the second part (hereinafter referred to as the 
“TOWNSHIP”), 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the County of Wayne, Michigan, acting by- 
and through its Board of Supervisiors and in pursuance of 
the authority conferred upon it by Acts 342, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1939, as amenoeo (hereinafter referred to as 
“Act 342”), did, by resolution duly adopted by a majority 
vote of its members-elect on October 9, 1939 and by Or¬ 
dinance No. 200 duly adopted on September 20, 1952, 
authorize and direct that there be established a system of 
sewage disposal improvement and services, to be known 
as the “Wayne County Metropolitan Sewerage and^ 
Sewage Disposal System” (hereinafter referred to as the 
“(bounty System”), and did designate the BOARD, as the 
agency for the C!ounty, to operate and maintain such 
System, with all the powers and duties conferred upon 
such agency by statute; and 
WHEREAS, said Ordinance No. 200 specifically 
provides, in part, as follows, to wit: 

“Section 10. To provide for necessary improvements, 
additions and extensions to the System and the financing 
thereof, the Board is authorized to prepare plans, details 
and specifications therefor, to prepare and submit 
necessary ordiances, resolutions or other documents 
necessary to the issuance of any of the type of bonds or 
notes authorized by the provisions of Act 342, Public Acts 
of 1939, as amended, and to that end is authorized to make 
and execute contracts, agreements or other documents 
relating thereto as authorized by the provisions of said 
Act: Provided, However, that before any bonds or notes 
are issued or sold, the proceedings authorizing the 
issuance or sale shall be formally approved by resolution 
or ordinance of the Board of Supervisiors of Wayne 
(bounty in manner provided by said Act.” 
and 

WHEREAS, because of the extremely rapid growth and 
development of the area in the (bounty of Wayne located in 
the TOWNSHIP for industrial, commercial and 
residential purposes, an imperative need has existed, and 
does now exist, for additional sanitary sewer facilities to 
provide for saicl needs, and it is now necessary to preserve 
and protect the public health that such additional sanitary 
sewer needs be financed and constructed; and 
WHEREAS, there has been constructed in the County of 
Wayne, by its Board of Public Works, interceptor sewers 
which will provide servide to the TOWNSHIP in the 
collection of sewage and the disposal and treatment 
thereof, the TOWNSHIP having contracted with the 
County for the purchase of sufficient capacity in said 
interceptor sewers to provide for its current needs. Said 
County interceptor sewers are a part of systems 
designated as the “Downriver Sewage Disposal System” 
and the “Rouge Valley Sewage Disposal System.” The 
sanitary sewers to be constructed under the provisions of 
this contract will use the interceptors of the Downriver 
Sewage Disposal System for the collection and disposal of 
the sewage emanating therefrom; and 
WHEREAS, pursuant to the authorization provided ini 
said Act 342 and the above-referred to resolutions and 
ordinance, the County of Wayne, through the BOARD as 
its duly designated agency and pursuant to contract with 
the TOWNSHIP, has heretofore constructed certain im¬ 
provements and additions to the (bounty System located in 
the TOWNSHIP, which improvements were, and are, 
vitally necessary to preserve and protect the public 
health, and which said improvements and additions were 
financed by the issuance of three series of bonds, 
designated, respectively, as “Wayne ^unty Metropolitan 
Sewerage and Sewage Disposal System Bonds (Van 
Buren Township Section),” dated as of February 1, 1966 
and in the aggregate principal amount of $2,750,000.00, 


“Wayne County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage 
Disposal System Bonds (Van Buren Township Section), 
Series II, “ dated as of January 1, 1968 and in the 
aggregate principal amount of $1,675,000.00, and “Wayne 
County Metropolitan Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 
System Bonds (Van Buren Township Section), Series III, 
dated December 1,1969, intheVriginal principal amount 
$2,000,000.00, which said bonds were secured and payable 
primarily out of contract payments pledged by the 
TOWNSHIP and secondarily by the full faith and credit 
pledge of the County of Wayne, all as authorized by the 
provisions of said Act 342; and 
WHEREAS, the additional sanitary sewers and 
facilities hereinbefore referred to, which are now 
necessary to be constructed, are generally described and 
located as set forth in Exhibit A attached to this contract 
and made a part hereof; and 
WHEREAS, the BOARD has caused plans and estimate 
of cost of said proposed sewer improvements to be 
prepared by Morris Levine and Associates, consulting 
engineers of Detroit, Michigan (hereinafter in this con¬ 
tract called “consulting engineers”), which said estimate 
of cost is the sum of One Million Nine Hundred Seventy- 
five Thousand ($1,975,000.00) Dollars (which said 
estimate of cost is hereafter referred to in this contract as 
“estimated cost”); and 

WHEREAS, said sewer improvement constitute and will 
be additions to the County System, and it is the deter¬ 
mination and judgment of the BOARD and the TOWN¬ 
SHIP that said new sanitary sewer improvements should 
be financed and constructed pursuant to the authcjrization 
provided in Act 342 and Ordinance No. 200 hereinbefore 
referred to, all of said new sewer improvements being 
vitally necessary to perserve and protect the public 
health; and 

WHEREAS, the execution of this contract has been 
authorized by resolution of the Township Board of the 
TOWNSHIP adopted on , 1971, which said resolution 
has been published in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the TOWNSHIP, and more than thirty (30) days have 
elapsed since such publication and no petition for 
referendum concerning said resolution or this contract 
has been filed with the Township Gerk of said TOWN¬ 
SHIP; 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises 
and the convenants of each other, the parties hereto agree 
as follows: 

1. The BOARD and the TOWNSHIP hereby approve and 
confirm the sewer improvements to be acquired and 
constructed, as set forth in Exhibit A of this contract, and 
agree that the same shall be acquired and constructed in 
the manner provided by and pursuant to this contract. The 
BOARD and the TOWNSHIP further hereby approve and 
confirm and preliminary plans for said sewer im¬ 
provement prepared by the consulting engineers and the 
estimated cost as set forth in the preamble hereto. The 
acquisition and construction of the sewer improvements 
herein approved are hereinafter in this contract referred 
to as PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. 

2. The PROJECT TO BE FINANCED and the estimated 
cost thereof in the sum of One Million Nine Hundred 
Seventy-five Thousand ($1,975,(X)0.(X)) Dollars, as set forth 
in the preamble to this contract, include all surveys, plans 
specifications, acquisition of property for rights-of-way, 
including consequential and abuttal damages, if any, and 
interest on awards, physical construction necessary to 
acquire and construct the sewer improvements approved 
and confirmed in Section 1 of this contract, the acquisition 
of all materials necessary to acquire and construct said 
sewer improvements, engineering supervision, ad¬ 
ministrative, legal and financing expenses necessary in 
connection with the acquisition and construction of said 
sewer improvements and the financing thereof, and 
capitalized interest on the bonds hereinafter authorized 
for a period of twelve (12) months. 

3. The BOARD will acquire and construct the sewer 
improvements approved and confirmed in Section 1 of this 
contract, and for that purpose will take bids for the 
acquisition and construction of the improvements prior to 
the time that any bonds are issued for the purpose of 
financing the cost of said improvements. The BOARD 
shall in no event enter into any final contract or contracts 
for the construction and acquisiton of said improvements 
where such contract price or prices will be such as to 
cause the cost of the PROJECT TO BE FINANCJED to 
the TOWNSHIP to exceed such cost as estimated herein 
and set forth in the preamble to this contract, unless the 
TOWNSHIP by resolution of its Township Board, ap¬ 
proved said increased cost and agrees to pay the excess 
over the estimated cost either in cash or by specifically 
authorizing the maximum principal amount of bonds to be 
issued, as provided in Sections 6 and 7 of this contract, to 
be increased to an amount which will provide sufficient 
funds to meet the increased total cost and a similar in¬ 
crease in the installment obligations of the TOWNSHIP 
pledged under the terms of this contract to the payment of 
such bonds. The sewer improvements shall be acquired 
and constructed by the BOARD in accordance with the 
plans and specifications therefor based on plans approved 
by this contract ;provided. However, that minor variations 
form said plans and specifications may be made without 
the approval of the TOWNSHIP if such variations shall not 
materially affect said plans and specifications. All 
matters relating to engineering plans and specifications, 
togeher with themaking and letting of final construction 
contracts, as well as inspection, construction supervision 
and approval of work and materials for the sewer im¬ 
provements specified in paragraph 1 of this contract, shall 
be in the exclusive control of the BOARD. All acqusition of 
rights-of-way shall be done by the TOWNSHIP. 

4. The TOWNSHIP consents to the use by the BOARD, 
acting for and on behalf of the County of Wayne, of the 
public streets, alleys, lands, and rights-of-way in the 
TOWNSHIP for the purpose of construcing, operating and 
maintaining said sewer improvements and any 
enlargements or extensions thereto. 

5. Upon completion of the sewer improvements 
specified in the preamble and approved in Section 1 of this 
contract, the TOWNSHIP shall operate and maintain said 
improvements for and on behalf of the BOARD at its sole 
expense. The sanitary sewage collected by said sewers 
will be transported through the interceptors of the County 
of Wayne that are a part of the Downriver Sewage 
Disposal System referred to in the preamble hereto and 
presently disposed of and treated through the treatment 
kcilities of the Wyandotte Sewage Treatment Plant. The 
TOWNSHIP is obligated by contract, and does hereby 
again agree, to pay the sewage disposal rate established for 
said service from time to time by the Board of Public 
Works of the County of Wayne, as well as such other 
service charges as may be so established. By reason 
thereof, no charge for such service shall be established by 
the BOARD and the sole obligation of the TOWNSHIP in 
such respect is to pay said sewage disposal rate and other 
service charges as establishe(i from time to time by the 
Board of Public Works, or its successor. 

All 
matters relating to engineering plans and specifications, 
together with the making and letting of final consruction 
contacts, as well as inspection, construction supervision 
and approval of work and materials for the sewer im 
provements specified in paragraph 1 of this contract, shaL 
be in the exlusive control of the BOARD. All acquisition oi 
rights-of-way shall be done by the TOWNSHIP. 

6. To carry out and accomplish the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED in accordance with the provisions of Act 342, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as amended, the BOARD 
shall take the following steps: 

(a) The BOARD shall immediately take all steps 
necessary to take bids for and enter into and execute final 
construction contracts for the acquisition and con¬ 
struction of the sewer improvements specified in the 
preamble and approved in Section 1 of this contract, in 


accordance with the plans and specifications therefor 
based on the plans as approved by this contract. Said final 
construction contracts shall specify a completion date of 
the sewer improvements. 

(b) The BOARD will require and procure from the 
contractor or contractors undertaking the actual con¬ 
struction and acquisition of the sewer improvements 
necessary and proper bonds to guarantee the per¬ 
formance of the contract or contracts and such labor and 
materials bonds as may be required by law, in such 
amount and such forms as may be approved bv the 

(c) The BBOARD will submit to the Board of Com¬ 
missioners of the County of Wayne an ordinance or 
resolution providing for the issuance of bonds in the 
aggregate principal amount of $1,975,000.00 (except as 
authorized pursuant to this contract), said bonds to 
mature serially as authorized by law and to be issued in 
anticipation of the installment payments to be made by 
the TOWNSHIP as hereinafter provided in this contract, 
and to be secured primarily by the contractual obligation 
of the TOWNSHIP to pay the installments due, plus in¬ 
terest, as hereinafter provided in this contract, and 
secondarily, if approved by a majority of the members- 
elect ofthe Board of (Commissioners, by the full faith and 
credit of the County of Wayne. After due adoption of the 
bond ordinance or resolution, the BOARD will take all 
legal procedures and steps necessary to effectuate the 
sale and delivery of said bonds. 

(d) The BOARD, upon receipt of the proceeds of sale of 
the bonds, will comply with all provisions and 
requirements provided for in the ordinance or resolution 
authorizing issuance of the bonds and this contract 
relative to the disposition and use of the proceeds of sale of 
the bonds. 

7. The cost of the sewer improvements referred to in the 
preamble to this contract shall be charged to and paid by 
the TOWNSHIP to the BOARD, in the manner and at the 
times herein set forth. The said cost thereof (presently 
estimated at $1,975,000.00) shall be paid to the BOARD, as 
the agency of the County, in annual principal in¬ 
stallments, plus interest and other expenses as 
hereinafter provided. The principal installments shall be 
as specified in Exhibit B (or any revision thereof made 
pursuant to paragraphs 8 and 9 of this contract) attached 
to this contract and made a part hereof by reference. 

It is understood and agreed that the bonds of the County 
hereinbefore referred to will be issued in anticipation of 
the payment of the annual installments herein provided 
and as set forth in Exhibit B, with principal maturities on 
May 1st of each year, commencing with the year 1975, 
equal to the principal amount of the annual installments 
due on the preceding April 1st of such year, and bearing 
interest at the rate or rates determined on public sale 
thereof, payable on May 1st and November 1st of each 
year. 

It is further understood and agreed that the TOWNSHIP 
shall also pay to the BOARD as the agency of the Clounty, 
in addition to the principal installments as specified in 
Exhibit B, on April 1st and October 1st of each year, as 
accrued interest on the principal installments remaining 
unpaid, an amount sufficent to pay all interest due, not 
capitalized, on the next succeeding interest payment date 
(May 1st and November 1st, respectively), on said Ck)unty 
bonds from time to time outstanding. From time to time 
as the BOARD is billed by the paying agent or agents for 
the County bonds to be issued for their services as paying 
agent, or registering bonds, and as other costs and ex¬ 
penses accrue to the BOARD from handling of the 
payments made by the TOWNSHIP, the BOARD shall 
notify the TOWNSHIP of the amount of such paying 
1 agency fees and other costs and expenses, and the 
/TOWNSHIP shall, within thirty (30) days from such 
/notification, remit the BOARD sufficient funds to meet 
such paying agency fees and other costs and expenses. 

The BOARD shall, within thirty (30) days after the 
delivery of the County bonds hereinbefore referred to, 
furnish the TOWNSHIP with a complete schedule of said 
installments and the interest thereon due on the dates 
above set forth, and shall also, at least thirty (30) days 
prior to the due date of any such installment of principal 
and interest, or interest, advise the TOWNSHIP in writing 
of the exact amount due of said date. The failure to give 
such notice shall not, however, excuse the TOWNSHIP 
from making its required payments when due under the 
provisions hereof. 

If any installment payment as herein provided is not 
paid when due, the amount so not paid shall be subject to a 
penalty, in addition to interest, of one-half of one per cent 
(*/2 of 1 O thereof for each month of fraction thereof that 
the same remains unpaid after the due date. 

8. If the proceeds of sale of the original County bonds 
authorized by this contract are for any reason insufficient 
to complete the acquisition and construction of the 
PROJECT TO BE FINANCED in accordance with the 
plans and specifications therefor, the BOARD shall, if 
necessary, submit to the Board of Commissioners of 
Wayne County a resolution providing for the issuance and 
sale of additional County bonds in an amount necessary to 
provide sufficient funds to complete the PROJECT TO BE 
FINANCED, in which event the duties and obligations of 
the BOARD and the TOWNSHIP as expressed and set 
forth in this contract shall be applicable to such additional 
issue of bonds as well as the original issue, it being at all 
times fully recognized and agreed that the payments to be 
made by the TOWNSHIP in the manner specified in 
paragraph 7 of this contract shall be based upon the cost of 
the PROJECT TO BE FINANCED. Any such additional 
bonds shall mature serially on May 1st, and the in¬ 
stallment maturing on the April 1st preceding said May 
1st, as shown by Exhibit B, shall be increased by the 
principal amount of such additional bonds maturing on 
said May 1st. All the provisions of paragraph 7 of this 
contract shall be applicable to said increased amounts. 
Immediately upon the issuance of such additional bonds, 
the BOARD shall furnish and supply the TOWNSHIP a 
document, entitled “Revised Exhibit B,” specifying the 
new schedule of installments, increased as herein 
authorized, which shall be substituted and take the place 
of the present Exhibit B and the installments therein 
specified. 

9. In the event, by reason of favorable construction bids 
received. Federal or State grants, or any other reason, it 
is not necessary to issue the (Dounty bonds in the full 
amount of $1,975,000.00, based upon the present estimated 
cost, but such bonds are authorized and issued in such 
lesser principal amount as may be necessary to pay the 
cost of the PROJE(T TO BE FINAN(DD, the installment 
payments to the TOWNSHIP, as provided in paragraph 7 
and Exhibit B of this contract, shall be reduced so that the 
installment payment due on April 1st of each year shall 
correspond to the principal amount of the bonds maturing 
on the next succeeding May 1st. All the provisions of 
paragraph 7 of this contract shall be applicable to said 
reduced installments the same as though such in¬ 
stallments were originally in said reduced amounts. In 
such event, the BOARD shall furnish and supply the 
TOWNSHIP a new Exhibit B specifying the new schedule 
of installments, reduced as herein authorized, which shall 
be substituted and take the place of the present Exhibit B 
and the installments therein specified. 

It is fully understood and agreed by the BOARD and the 
TOWNSHIP that the principal amount of the annual in¬ 
stallments, as specifi^ in Exhibit B and due on April 1st 
of each year, shall at all times correspond to the principal 
amount of the bonds due on the following May 1st. 

10. The TOWNSHIP, pursuant to the authorization of 
Section 5a of Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, as 
amended, irrevocably pledges its full faith and credit for 
the prompt and timely payment of its obligations ex¬ 
pressed in this contract, and, except as hereafter 
provided, shall each year, commending with the year 
1972, levy an ad valorem tax on all the taxable property in 


the TOWNSHIP in an amount which, taking into con¬ 
sideration estimated delinquencies in tax collections, will 
be sufficient to pay its obligations under this contract 
becoming due before the time of the following year’s tax 
collections. Such annual levies, by virtue of the 
authorization of Section 6, Article IX of the Michigan 
Constitution of 1%3, shall be without limitation as to rate 
or amount, being for the purpose of providing funds to 
meet the contractual obligations of the TOWNSHIP, in 
anticipation of which the County bonds hereinbefore 
referred to are issued. Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to prevent the TOWNSHIP from using any, or 
any combination of, the means and methods provide<l in 
Section 5a of said Act 342, Public Acts of Michigan, 1939, 
as now or hereafter amended, for the purpose of providing 
funds to meet its obligations under this contract, and if at 
the time of making the annual tax levy there shall be other 
funds on hand earmarked and set aside for the payment of 
the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax 
collection period, then such annual tax levy may be 
reduced by such amount, or if sufficient of such funds are 
soon hand and earmarked to provide for the full payment 
of the contractual obligations due prior to the next tax 
collection period, then no tax levy need be made for such 
year. 

11. The TOWNSHIP may pay in advance any of the 
payments required to be made by this contract, in which 
event the BOARD shall credit the TOWNSHIP with such 
advance payment on future-due payments to the extent of 
such advance payment. 

12. The TOWNSHIP may pay additional moneys over 
and above any of the payments specified in this contract, 
with the written request that said additional funds be used 
to call bonds for redemption prior to maturity, in which 
event the BOARD shall be obligated to apply and use said 
moneys for such purpose. Such moneys shall not then be 
credited as advance payments under the provisions of 
Section 11 of this contract. 

13. In the event the TOWNSHIP shall fail for any reason 
to pay the BOARD at the times specified the amounts 
required to be paid by the provisions of this contract, the 
BOARD shall immediately notify in writing both the 
County Treasurer of the Ck)unty of Wayne and the 
Township Treasurer of such default, and the amount 
thereof, and if such default is not corrected within ten (10) 
days after such notification, the County Treasurer or 
other official charged with disbursement to the TOWN¬ 
SHIP of funds derived from the state sales tax levy under 
the law and payable to the TOWNSHIP pursuant to Sec¬ 
tion 10, ARTICLE IX of the Michigan (Constitution of 1963, 
is by these presents specifically authorized by the 
TOWNSHIP to withhold funds to the maximum amount 
necessary to cure said deficit derived from such sales tax 
levy and returnable to the TOWNSHIP, and to pay said 
sums so withheld to the BOARD, to apply on the 
obligations of the TOWNSHIP, as herein set forth. Any 
such moneys so withheld and paid shall be considered to

sanitary sewer improvements. 

16. After completion of the PROJEfTT TO BE 
FINANCED and payment of all costs thereof, any surplus

Big year in Michigan 


Coho outlook good 


The introduction of early 
spauTiing Alaskan coho and 
the prospects of latching onto 
a 60-pound Chinook should give 
Michigan a record-setting 
salmon year to rival such 
dominant West Coast fishing 
states as Washington and 
Oregon, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

And if salmon fishing 
success so far this season is an 
indication of things to come, 
anglers could catch one 
million coho and chinook for 
the first time since salmon 
were planted in Michigan 
waters five years ago. Last 
year, nearly 860,000 salmon 
were caught in the state. 


The Department of Natural 
Resources increased 1970 
spring salmon plantings in the 
state so that 31 streams— 
three more than last year- 
will have mature runs. In¬ 
cluded are the first adult runs 
ever in the Thumb. 

Last spring’s plantings of 
Alaskan cohos at the mouths 
of parent streams in Lake 
Superior and northern Lake 
Michigan have encouraged 
heavier than normal fishing 
pressure during the low-yield 
times of late July and early 
August. 

Even though high westerly 
winds brought warmer waters

into shore and forced salmon 
into the deeper, cooler depths 
of Lake Michigan through 
much of July and August, 
catches on the big lake were 
running well ahead of last 
year at this time. 

A major reason for this 
salmon fishing success if the 
presence of the early 
spawning Alaskans, which 
began concentrating at the 
mouth parent streams in late 
July 

Gathering spots for the 
Alaskan coho for spawning 
are at the mouth of these 
streams: Falls, Anna and 
Dead rivers off Lake 
Superior; Big Cedar, 
Whitefish, Manistique, Bear 
and Little Manistee rivers, 
Thompson, Porter and 
Brewery creeks off Lake 
Michigan, and Carp River off 
Lake Huron. 

Regular salmon runs also 
have started with the peak 


expected to begin in mid- 
September on the Great Lakes 
and continuing through the 
first two weeks of Oc¬ 
tober.Heaviest activity in 
streams will be during Oc¬ 
tober. 

Although 13 streams have 
now been planted with 
Chinook, the best chinook 
catches will be from 1968 
plantings since this king-sized 
partner of the coho usually 
takes three to four years to 
mature. This variety will run 
20 to 40 pounds with 1969 
plantings weighing from 15 to 
25 pounds and ‘70 plantings 
between five and 12 pounds. 

A few giant chinook in the 50 1 
to 60-pound range may be 
taken from Lake Michigan. 
These are from 1967 plantings. 
Coho, which mature at three 
years, generally will run eight 
to 18 pounds with a few four- 
year-olds at 25 to 33 pounds.

On lap number 126, Mike Yates was the victim of a faulty 
axle and went hard into the curb, he was the first victim of 
the race and the only contestant that didn’t finish. 

Lloyd Williams of 6851 Barton was the first to complete the 
200 trips around the circle. Williams, 17 and a senior to be at 
East, received a bicycle horn for his efforts and admitted 
that he was tired.

Allison, who had won six 
times since taking over the 
Holman and Moody Mercury 
in mid-May, including five in a 
row, recorded a 161.392 to join 
Hamilton in the front row for 
the start of last Sunday’s race. 


Both speeds were only a 
mile per hour off the track 
qualifying record of 162. 737 
established by Hamilton last 
year prior to a NASCAR rule 
that requires the Stockers to 
be equipped with carburetor 
restrictor plates. 

Hamilton went into the race 
confident, but more problems 
cropped up and the young 
second year driver was forced 
out of the race, only to see 
Allison pick up another vic¬ 
tory.

More than 1,100,000 boys are 
expected to register for Punt, 
Pass and Kic (PPK) com¬ 
petition. This marks the 11th 
year of the program, in which 
more than 7 million boys have 
participated. 

Registrations for 1971 PPK 
competition will be accepted 
from now until Sept. 30 at 
participating Ford dealer- 
ships^in the metropolitan 
Detroit area and throughout 
Michigan. 

PPK is co-sponsored by the 
National Football League and 
the Ford dealers across the 
country.

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Ford introduces major bill 
for general education aid 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (D-Michigan) has in¬ 
troduced a major $6.6 billion 
general aid to education 
package which he hopes will 
be adopted by the House 
Education and Labor Com¬ 
mittee in place of the 


President’s much narrower 
desegregation bill. 

Congressman Ford said, 
“The Emergency School Aid 
Act is intended to improve the 
quality of education in all 
elementary and secondary 
schools and to provide ad- 
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ditional assistance to districts 
with large concentrations of 
low income children and to 
districts with concentrations 
of minority children which are 
involved in the desegregation 
plans.” 

Now the ranking Democrat 
on the General Education 
Subcommittee, Congressman 
Ford was joined by nine other 
Democrats in introducing the 
general aid proposal. The 
three top-ranking Democrats 
of the full Committee, 
Representatives Edith Green 
(D-Oregon), Frank Thomp¬ 
son, Jr. (D-N.J.), and John 
Dent (D-Penn.) were amongst 
the co-sponsors of the Ford 
bill. 

Under the provisions of the 
Act, each local educational 
agency would receive a basic 
grant based on the nurriber of 
children enrolled in the local 
school district. For fiscal year 
1972 the basic grant would be 
an amount equal to 10 per cent 
of the State average per pupil 
expenditure for each

also curtail the constant rise 
in local and State taxes. 

“The Emergency School Aid 
Act of 1971 is virtually the 
same bill for which I have 
been fighting in the General 
Education Subcommittee 
during the past few weeks,” 
Congressman Ford said. 

“Although the majority of 
the Democrats supported this 
measure in Subcommittee, all 
but one of the Republicans 
joined with three Democrats 
to defeat the general aid 
proposal and reported out the 
President’s desegregation bill 
instead.” , . , 

In his statement which 
accompanied the introduction 
of the bill. Congressman Ford 
said, “We members of the 
House Education and Labor 
Committee who are co¬ 
sponsoring the bill are 
prompted by our growing 
concern, out of years of study 
of education needs throughout 
the country, that we must 
begin now to meet the critical 
need for improving the quality 
of education for all children in 
the Nation’s elementary and 
secondary schools. 

“We can either continue to 
pay lipservice to this goal 
through underfunded and 
piecemeal legislative 
proposals such as the narrow 
approach taken by the ad¬ 
ministration’s proposed 
desegregation legislation, or 
we can confront the problem 
directly by providing funds to 
go with the local and State 
funds to improve the quality of 
education in the classroom for 
every child in the country. 

“We must provide local 
educational agencies with the 
capability of furnishing high 
quality educational programs 
at the place that these 
children get off the bus in the 
morning.”

Water deaths, mishaps 
down from last year 


Michigan has had 145 deaths 
and 164 persons injured in 342 
water accidents reported in 
the first seven months this 
year, according to State 
Police water safety unit 
records. 

Compared with the same 
period last year, deaths are 
down 18, injuries by two and 
accidents by 76. 

State Police officials at¬ 
tribute part of the factors 
involved in the reductions with 
generally cooler weather 
prevailing this summer, 
serving to discourage water 
activities. 


V sizeable reduction of 33 is 
noted comparing the 58 
swimming and wading deaths 
reported this year through 
July 31 with 91 recorded in 
that category for last year. 

Other death breakdowns 
had counts comparable to 
those of last year. These in¬ 
cluded 22 boat operators, 21 
boat passengers, three divers, 
one skier, 24 who died in 
various falls into water, six 
who attempted rescue, two 
snowmobile riders, and eight 
miscellaneous. 

Of the 145 deaths, 15 were 
drownings in home pools and

Pollution law changes 




The Wayne County Pollution 
Control Division has come up 
with revisions in the pollution 
laws which spokesmen say are 
considerably more restrictive 
that the old laws. 

Although many of the 
changes deal with heavy in¬ 
dustry in urban areas, there 
are a few amendments to laws 
concerning the out-county 
area. 

One revision is in the open 
burning section. The rule 
reads, “No person shall ignite, 
cause or permit to be ignited, 
allow or maintain any open 
fire.” 

In the past, an exception has 
been the allowance of trash 


burning in community of¬ 
ficials permitted it. This 
option is now gone, and no 
individual trash burning at all 
is permitted. 

The open burning law has 
only two exceptions. They 
are: 

—Open fires for the cooking 
of food for human con¬ 
sumption 

—open fires for the cooking 
of food for human con¬ 
sumption on other than 
commercial premises, 
meaning for such things as 
picnics and backyard cook- 
outs; 

—open fires ignited for the 
purpose of training firemen or

The soil survey team 
members will be seen sur¬ 
veying in most of the township 
south of Ecorse Road during 
the next four weeks, according 
to Kesselring. 

Members of the survey 
team are Jerry Larson, Paul 
Corder, Delbert Mokma, 
Peter Davis, Mohammed 
Mansouri and Daniel Cobb. 

The soil survey, which 
started field work last April, is 
an inventory program planned 
to survey, identify, interprete 
and record on aerial 
photographs, all of the soils in 


a 200,000 acre area in the 
western and southern portions 
of Wayne County. 

“The information made 
available by the survey will be 
used by county, township and 
city governments in planning 
land use. The survey will show 
what soils are best preserved 
for agricultural use; what 
soils are best used for open 
space, recreation and 
wildlife; where the better 
building sites for homes, 
schools and factories are 
located; and will help in 
planning water management 
projects,” said Kesslring. 

The soil survey is a 
cooperative effort of the 
Michigan Agricultural Ex¬ 
periment Station, the Wayne 
County Board of Com¬ 
missioners and the U.S.D.A. 
Soil Conservation Service. 


Ford opposed to 
federal sidelines 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (d-15th District) has led 
an attempt to block the im¬ 
plementation of the guidelines 
proposed by the Nixon Ad¬ 
ministration for the 
Emergency Employment Act 
of 1971. 

The effort is in response to 
the Administration’s recent 
announcement that com¬ 
munities of less than 75,000 
and all school districts would 
be ineligible to apply directly 
to the Federal government for 
funds for public service 
employment programs. 

The Emergency Em¬ 
ployment Act is the billion 
dollar bill designed and 
passed by Congress to provide 
for public service programs 
during times of hi^ unem¬ 
ployment. Congressman Ford 
played a major role in writing 
the legislation and guiding it 
through Congress. 

The Congressman said, 
“Now that we have passed the 
bill and appropriated funds, 
the Nixon Administration is 
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attempting to distort our true 
intentions and make this bill 
into something other than 
what Congress intended. 

“Under the proposed 
guidelines, none of our 
financially-starved school 
districts would be eligible to 
apply directly to Washington 
for funds and only 5 per cent of 
all the communities in the 
Nation would be eligible. 


“In Michigan, less than 1 
per cent of the total number of 
communities could apply 
directly and only two of the 
fifteen communities in my 
own Congressional district 
would be eligible,” 
Congressman Ford noted. 

“The remaining thirteen 
communities and all the 
school districts would be 


compelled to deal with the 
federal government through a 
third party, an additional 
layer of bureaucracy.” 

Congressman Ford has 
opposed the guidelines in 
private meetings with 
members of the Ad¬ 
ministration as well as on the 
floor of the House of 
Representatives. He stated 
that Congress had no intention 
of discriminating against 
small suburban communities 
when it passed the Act. 

Tlie Congressman said that, 
“If we in Congress had in¬ 
tended to force the smaller 
communities to deal through a 
third party we would have 
written the population cut-off 
into the law but the Congress 
did not intend to discriminate 
between large and small 
cities.”

“Progress” has changed 
Leland, Mich. 

When Michigan State 
University established the 
Leelanau Summer Art 
Program there in 1939, it was 
a sleepy little fishing village 
situated between Lake 
Leelanau and Lake Michigan, 
characterized by few 
inhabitants and a slow-paced 
life style. 

Sea gulls and fishing boats 
abounded, and MSU art 
students could escape the 
hectic life in East Lansing by 
migrating to Leland for the 
summer to paint picturesque 
land and sea scapes. 

Today there is but one 
operating fishboat and the sea 
gulls have disappeared. A 
motel and restaurant jut into 
the channel and weather-* 
beaten fishhouses now serve 
as gift shops. 

It’s difficult to identify the 
artists among all the tourists 
who crowd onto Leland’s 
docks. There are 22 student 
painters this summer taking 
advantage of the Continuing 
Education program’s pur¬ 
pose—to provide a site away 
from campus interruptions 
where the artist can con¬ 
centrate totally on his work. 


And although the underlying 
philosophy of the school has 
remained the same since 1939, 
change is apparent in the work 
of the students. 

Delicate watercolors 
depicting fishhouses, 
boathouses and rolling hills 
can be found in the white 
frame studio, but most of the 
works are abstract or 
nonobjective, concentrating 
on the essence of some scene 
or upon a vision in the artist’s 
mind. 

A plastic arm and hand 
hang down from a painting 
depicting “War,” deep 
purple and bright green are 
the only colors in an abstract 
of the famous tugboat “Little 
Toot;” and one work, a study 
in color relief, is made from 
cardboard cartons obtained 
from a fabric store. 

It’s a far cry from the strict 
representational artwork of 
yesteryear’s Leland 
students—mostly watercolors 
of piers, sea gulls and fishing 
boats. 

Prof. Ralf C. Henricksen, 
grand master and instructor 
of the art department’s 
summer program, has taken it 
all in stride. He’s been with

the Leland program 
throughout the change in the 
city, and he has seen art and 
art students through the 
change from representational 
work to the freer expression of 
abstract and nonobjective 
styles. 

“I believe that all art 
originates somewhere in 
nature, and even though 
Leland h^s changed, the 
students can still find subjects 
for their work along the 
channel and in the area,” 
Henricksen says. 


There are both un¬ 
dergraduate and graduate 
students enrolled in the three 
painting courses. Some are 
first-year teachers others 
teachers with years of ex¬ 
perience. Their backgrounds, 
interests and ages vary but all 
are artists. 

Henricksen conducts 
“classes” with a free hand, 
specifying only the number of 
finished works required to 
gain credit and then allowing 
student painters to develop- 
whatever themes they wish in 
a variety of mediums.

Site plan approved 
at planning meeting 


A site plan for the con¬ 
struction of gas service station 
on the north side of 1-94 Ex¬ 
pressway and west side of 
Haggerty Road has been 
approved by the Van Buren 
Township Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

The commission’s approval 
was granted at a special 
meeting called for by the 
Mobile Oil Company and held 
Aug. 11. 

The site plan was approved 
with the exception of the 
deaccelerate lane of the 
northeast entrance on 
Haggerty Road. 

Willard DesResiers, oil firm 
representative, presented the 
plan and he explained how it 
would cost $8,()00 to $9,000 to 
fill the site with sand and how 
they were extending the sewer 
line 1,250 feet and the water 
line 650 feet. 


He reported that it would 
cost approximately $45,000 to 
make the site usuable and 
attractive. 

There was considerable 
discussion of the deaccelerate 
lane coming in on the north¬ 
east entrance of Haggerty 
Road. Ck)mmission chairman 
Irving Wallace reported that 
the planning commission and 
the Wayne Ckiunty Planning 
(Commission were agreed that 
the lane should be a car width 
wide, the site plan showed 
that this particular lane was 
not. 

At the request of the Arel 
(Corporation, the commission 
scheduled a special meeting of 
the commission at 8 p.m. 
Monday to hear the firm’s 
rezoning request involving 40 
acres on the southeast comer 
of Tyler and Haggerty Roads 
for multiple dwelling.
